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DON DEAN ELECTED PRESIDENT OF 
RACE TRACK CHAPLAINCY OF AMERICA 


D onald K. Dean of Poto¬ 
mac, Md., was elected pres¬ 
ident of the Race Track 
Chaplaincy of America (RTCA) 
at the organization’s annual con¬ 
vention in January 

Dean, 66, has bred and 
owned horses for about 20 years, 
and current owns by himself and 
in partnership 20 horses of all 
ages, including six broodmares 


and three horses in training with 
Steve Brown at Fair Hill Training 
Center. He works as a lobbyist/ 
consultant, primarily for Lock¬ 
heed Martin, in Washington, 
DC. 

“The ministry of the RTCA 
is very broad,” said Dean. "We 
have 36 chaplains at some 60 
race tracks, including Thorough¬ 
bred, Standardbred and Quarter 


Horse tracks. Our goal is to min¬ 
ister to the entire industry.” 

Under Dean’s direction, the 
RTCA will be launching a $1 mil¬ 
lion campaign over the next 
three years, with the slogan 
“New Day for the RTCA.” 
Funds will be used for education 
programs for chaplains and 
expansion of the organization. 



NEW JERSEY IN TURMOIL OVER PURSE 
SUPPLEMENT, RACING DATES 


J anuary was a tumultuous 
month for New Jersey’s 
racing industry, which 
watched an $18 million purse 
supplement shrink to $6 mil¬ 
lion and then get eliminated 
altogether by Gov. Jim Mc- 
Greevey, who pulled back all 
spending bills in the wake of 
the state’s $2 billion budget 
deficit. 

Thoroughbred horsemen 
were expected to receive 65 
percent of the supplement, or 
approximately $3.9 million— 
far less than the $11.7 million 
they received in 2001. Now 
they’ll get zero. 

“We’re extremely disap¬ 
pointed,” Barbara DeMarco- 
Reiche, lobbyist for the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association (NJTHA), 
said after horsemen learned on 
February 11 that there would 
not be a purse supplement in 
2002. 

“We’re dependent on that 
additional money until we get 
an off-track betting and 
account-wagering industry in 
place. This is just devastating,” 
said DeMarco-Reiche. 

In late January, the New 
Jersey Racing Commission 


decided to cut the number of 
2002 racing dates from 141 to 
120 because of the expected 
smaller purse supplement ($6 
million). 

After McGreevey eliminat¬ 
ed the supplement altogether, 
there was speculation that the 
New Jersey Sports and Exposi¬ 
tion Authority (NJSEA), which 
operates Monmouth Park and 
Meadowlands, might request 
even fewer dates. 

“If a permit holder were to 
come to us and make a reason¬ 
able case for reducing dates, 
we’d consider it,” said Frank 
Zanzuccki, executive director 
of the Commission. 

Thoroughbred horsemen 
vowed a court appeal, for under 
state law, off-track and phone 
wagering cannot become oper¬ 
ational if fewer than 141 days 
are run. 

Dennis Drazin, the NJTHA’s 
legal counsel, said: “The Com¬ 
mission has just determined 
that New Jersey racing fans 
won’t have OTBs or phone 
wagering in 2002, which I think 
is unconscionable.” 

Bruce Garland, senior vice- 
president for the NJSEA, said 
he expects the upcoming Mon¬ 


mouth Park meet to be as good 
as 2001, when record purses 
resulted in the highest handle 
and attendance levels since the 
mid-1980s. 

The NJSEA announced that 
it would distribute $300,000 per 
day in purses at Monmouth, 
and unveiled a stakes schedule 
of 15 events worth $3.4 mil¬ 
lion, topped by the $1 million 
Haskell Invitational Handicap, 
set for August 4. 

Monmouth will run 76 dates, 
opening with two weekends— 
May 11, 12 and 18, 19—before 
shifting to its traditional Wed- 
nesday-through-Sunday schedule 
May 25 through September 1. 

The nine May dates will be 
run jointly with the Atlantic 
City Racing Association, 
enabling more than $1 million 
of its accumulated simulcast 
monies to be used at Mon¬ 
mouth. 

Only one day—May 10— 
will be run at Atlantic City. 

The Meadowlands was 
granted 44 Thoroughbred 
dates, September 2 (Labor Day) 
through November 16.

D eep into the third annual 
$212,000 Daily Racing Form/ 
NTRA National Handicap¬ 
ping Championship at the MGM 
Grand Hotel in Las Vegas Jan¬ 
uary 25 and 26—nearly nine 
months after winning a qualify¬ 
ing tournament at Pimlico race 
course—-Tim O'Leary was lead¬ 
ing a field of 177 handicappers. 
The 45-year-old budget manager 
from Newville, Pa., was looking 
at a $100,000 payoff for first 
place and an Eclipse Award as 
the nation's handicapper of the 
year. 

Yet he seemed remarkably 
composed. “I'm more nervous 
about this [interview] than pick¬ 
ing horses," he said. 

A native of Nazareth, Pa., 
O'Leary began attending races 
while he was in college at 
Shippensburg University. He got 
to know a race fan named 
“Stinky," and they drove to 
Charles Town or to Penn 
National together as many as 
three times a week. 
“Shippensburg is about an equal 
distance from both tracks," 
O'Leary said. 

O'Leary won a handicapping 
tournament at Pocono Downs, a 
harness track in Pennsylvania, in 
1985, and competed annually in 
the now defunct World Series of 
Handicapping at Penn National. 
“I won a qualifier one time," he 
said. “We always went as a group. 
We had a good time." 

He was on the threshold of 
having an even better time in 
Vegas, where handicappers were 
asked to make 15 $2 win and $2 
place bets at eight race tracks 
around the country for each of 
two days. Eight races—one at 
each track—were mandatory. 
Bettors had the option of mak¬ 
ing seven other bets at any of 
the tracks. 

With just two races left on 
the final day, O'Leary had a slim 
lead over Herman Miller, a 50- 
year-old landscaper from Oak¬ 
land, Calif. A photographer

from Sports Illustrated took a shot 
of O'Leary being interviewed by 
a writer. 

Miller, in his first handicap¬ 
ping contest ever, had grabbed 
the last of four qualifying spots 
in a preliminary tournament at 
Golden Gate Fields, one of 65 
qualifying events held at 48 dif¬ 
ferent sites around the nation. 

Miller's final optional bet was 
on Alystone Lane, who won the 
ninth race at Santa Anita and 
paid $11.20 to win and $6.80 to 
place, giving Miller the lead. 

Neither O'Leary nor Miller 
knew that they had bet the same 
horse in the final mandatory 
race, the ninth race at Golden 
Gate Fields. Their horse, Night 
Dancer, finished second, return¬ 
ing $4 to place, making Miller 
the winner with a total of 
$205.30. O'Leary's total was 
$189.00, $6 ahead of Don 
Speaks, a 65-year-old retired 
accountant in Oceanside, Calif., 
in third. 

O'Leary's solace was the 
$30,000 check for second place. 
Speaks won $10,000. 

Bobby Brendler, a 40-year- 
old insurance agent and former 
Thoroughbred owner from 
Rockville, Md., finished ninth 
with a total of $157.00 and 
earned $2,000. 

Brendler, who was born in 
Washington, D.C., and grew up

Brendler put together a group 
of investors, Fantasy Racing 
LLC, to buy some modestly 
priced Thoroughbreds several 
years ago, but is temporarily out 
of the business.

BREEDERS’ CUP 
NOMINATIONS REFLECT 
2001 FOAL LOSSES 


O fficials of Breeders’ Cup 
Limited and the National 
Thoroughbred Racing 
Association (NTRA) an¬ 
nounced that 15,020 foals 
were nominated to the Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup program in 2001. 
The 15,020 foals by Breeders’ 
Cup, European Breeders’ 
Fund and Common Fund- 
nominated stallions represent 
a 4.84 percent decrease from 
2000, the first decline in nom¬ 
inated foals since 1992. 

The decline in nomina¬ 
tions is due in large part to 
Mare Reproductive Loss Syn¬ 
drome (MRLS), which swept 
through Kentucky farms last 
spring. The number of Ken¬ 
tucky foals nominated to the 
Breeders’ Cup program in 
2001 declined 5.6 percent, 
from 8,294 in 2000 to 7,828 in 
2001. 

Of the 36,100 foals regis¬ 
tered with The Jockey Club in 
2001, 38.7 percent were nom¬ 
inated to the Breeders’ Cup 
program. In 2000, 40.2 per¬ 
cent of The Jockey Club’s 
36,700 registered foals were 


nominated to the Breeders’ 
Cup. 

Total nomination revenue 
generated by the 2001 foal 
crop was $7,510,000, the third 
highest total since the 
Breeders’ Cup nomination 
program began in 1982. 

“Considering the declines 
in the Kentucky foal crop due 
to MRLS, our nomination 
numbers overall remain very 
strong,” said D.G. Van Clief 
Jr., president of Breeders’ 
Cup Ltd. and vice chairman of 
the NTRA. “This year’s foal 
nomination figures are indica¬ 
tive of the breeding industry's 
support for the Breeders’ Cup 
and NTRA programs and a 
keen awareness of their 
importance to the continued 
growth of the sport.” 

Breeders’ Cup foal nomi¬ 
nations, along with Breeders’ 
Cup stallion nominations, fund 
the purses for the Breeders’ 
Cup World Thoroughbred 
Championships, the Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes Program and 
other marketing and television 
initiatives underwritten by the 
NTRA.

IN MEMORIAM 


PEYTON JONES: ONE OF VET PROFESSION’S FINEST 



T he Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 
oughbred industry lost a 
valuable resource on Janu¬ 
ary 30, with the untimely death 
of veterinarian Peyton Jones. 

Dr. Jones, 43, maintained a 
general equine practice in 
Maryland, serving clients in 
Baltimore, Cecil and Harford 
Counties. He was particularly 
adept at caring for foals, and 
much of his practice was cen¬ 
tered on reproductive work. 

“Peyton’s death is a major 
loss to his clients, to the veteri¬ 
nary profession and to his many 
friends,” said Chestertown, 
Md., veterinarian Thomas 
Bowman, who employed Dr. 
Jones in the 1980s. “He was a 
brilliant man, conscientious, 
bright and loyal to his clients, as 
well as a true friend.” 

Dr. Jones graduated from 
Ohio State veterinary school in 
1983, and went to work for a 
large animal practice in Ches¬ 
tertown. A growing interest in 
equine medicine brought him 
to Dr. Bowman, who soon 


became his mentor. “He intro¬ 
duced himself, and told me he 
wanted to learn more about 
horses,” said Dr. Bowman, who 
is considered one of the coun¬ 
try’s leading practitioners in the 
field of equine reproduction. “I 
taught him everything I could 
teach him. He picked it up so 
quickly—it came so easily to 
him—that I encouraged him to 
do further work in internal 
medicine.” 

Dr. Jones attained board 
certification in internal medi¬ 
cine following a two-year resi¬ 
dency (1992 to ’94) at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania’s New 
Bolton Center. In 1994, he set¬ 
tled in Havre de Grace, Md., 
and established his practice, 
Benchmark Breeding Services. 
He continued his affiliation 
with the New Bolton Center, 
where he served as an adjunct 
professor, and was also involved 
with pioneering research. Dr. 
Jones was a leading researcher 
in the use of hetastarch, a 
blood volume expanding prod¬ 


uct used in critical care patients. 
He conducted two major studies 
on hetastarch, the more recent 
one being the subject of a 
report in the Journal of the Amer¬ 


ican Veterinary Medical Association 
in April 2001. 

Dr. Jones is survived by his 
wife, Gina Oesterreich, and 
children Justine, 6, and Kevin, 4.

EDITORIAL by Michael Pons 



Seeking an end 
to the Maryland 
malaise 


R unning a horse farm in any 
era has never been a simple 
job. 

In the basement storeroom 
of my parents’ house, I have 
read letters written by my grand¬ 
father, Adolphe Pons, in 1942, 
shordy after World War II began. 
On yellowed onion-skin paper I 
relived worrisome moments of 
his life as he wrote about a mora¬ 
torium on California racing and 
nationwide rationing of gasoline 
and tires. He was trying to collect 
payment for some horses he’d 
sold and was worried about 
holding everything together in 
perilous days. 

At the time, he was running 
Country Life and two nearby 
crop farms. His three sons and 
most of the local farm boys were 
serving in the armed forces. He 
had already suffered one heart 
attack and was persevering the 
best he knew how. 

For better or worse, my Dad 
and Uncle John ran Country Life 
Farm after Grandfather died on 
Christmas Day, 1951. Dad and 
Uncle John stepped somewhat 
aside on Christmas Day 1981 


when my brother Josh and I 
were given the reins. 

Dad and Uncle John were 
strong role models for me. They 
taught me to recognize quality in 
people and horses, especially 
people who like horses. When I 
look upon the present state of 
Maryland racing and breeding I 
have to bite my tongue before 
speaking. 

Many people neither know 
nor care enough about quality to 
make a positive impact on our 
industry. They are not familiar 
with Maryland’s heritage, tenacity 
and resourcefulness. 

Maryland was the first state 
to have a breeders’ incentive 
program. The first Maryland 
Fund race was run at now- 
defunct Bel Air race track in 
1962. We were the first to con¬ 
duct a type of Breeders’ Cup 
Day with our Maryland Million 
program. The first running was 
in 1986. We were also the first 
state horse industry to ask for 
and receive a grant from our leg¬ 
islature. We received $10 million 
in 1998,1999 and 2000. 

Despite all these firsts, Mary¬ 
land is losing ground in several 


critical areas. We have fallen 
behind nearby states in numbers 
of stallions and mares bred, size 
of our foal crop, size of our 
breeders’ fund and average daily 
purse distribution. The trends 
look ominous, and without 
action a crisis is certain. 

In my travels I often hear 
praise and fond recollections of 
racing and breeding in Maryland. 
An unspoken quality is part of 
the conversation. Most of the 
words are in the past tense. 
Great racing has been enjoyed by 
countless folks who continue to 
appreciate the Preakness, Mary¬ 
land Million, De Francis Dash 
and Pimlico Special. 

And they fondly remember 
races no longer run, such as the 
Washington, D.C., International, 
Selima Stakes and Laurel Futurity. 

Our history of great racing, 
great horses, stallions, mares and 
foals will be just history if we 
don’t stop to preserve the quality. 
This is a Maryland way of life as 
wholesome as crabcakes and 
Old Bay seasoning. 


Who will be the diminished if 
Maryland horse racing and breed¬ 
ing no longer exist 5 

What is the cost of losing the 
horse industry in Maryland? 
How long will the state turn its 
back on an industry that pre¬ 
serves 40,000 acres of farmland, 
generates nearly a billion dollars 
in economic activity and employs 
5,000 people, many of whom 
have devoted their entire lives to 
the horse business? 

Both inside and outside our 
industry, there are demons hurt¬ 
ing Maryland racing and breed¬ 
ing. Perhaps the greatest demon 
is the lack of consensus. There is 
no single clear vision nor answer 
to our troubles. It is difficult for 
farms and breeders to survive in 
this climate. Even though we 
face a formidable foe, we must 
hold together and fight as one. 

Members of my family have 
endured tough times and sur¬ 
vived. I believe as an industry we 
can survive. We must. #

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Casino area has become the heart of the Charles Town operation; it’s not by 
happenstance that horseplayers must pass through here to get to Hie track. 


The proof is in the gate. For its 
2001 racing season, Charles 
Town averaged 9.2 starters per 
race, an astounding figure given 
the track’s 10-starter maximum. 


A mosaic of black-framed 
photographs and newspa¬ 
per stories shapes The 
Racing Wall in a first-floor 
alcove at Charles Town race 
track. There’s a 1933 birth notice 
of “the delightful little course.” 
There’s a grainy black-and-white 
shot of plow horses who moved 
the starting gate during the 
track’s pioneering plunge into 
winter racing. There’s an upbeat 
JFK, track-side for a presidential 
rally in 1960. There’s jockey 
Vince Bracciale Jr. galloping the 
gallant, blinkered Lexington 
Park after another smash outing. 
There’s a helmeted rider smiling 
behind the steering wheel of a 
two-door, American-made steel 
relic, a punctuation-free sign 
beneath the driver’s open win¬ 
dow: 

BARBARA JO RUBIN 
CHARLES TOWNS FIRST 
LADY JOCKEY 
These are the keepsakes 
from a race track life that was, a 
wistful paean to the humble, 
homey, hardscrabble West 
Virginia track that scuffled along 
for 63 years, sapped by rents 
within its fold and unwinnable 
fights elsewhere, that aged poor 
and neglected and died a natural 
death. 

It was November 1996, and 
track owners had had enough. 
Bled by years of insufficient 
parimutuel take and breathing 
only through a calculated, $1.25 
million loan by Penn National 
Gaming, Inc., Charles Town 
closed its 1996 racing season 
that autumn with the pledge to 
live no more if fate decreed. 

“The priest had come; last 
rites were given far as anyone 
could tell,” says T.J. Wiggins, a 
Charles Town horseplayer who 
nudged the betting handle for 40 
years. You gotta believe this 
sad, sweet little thing saw the 
great white light.” 

That is, until the townsfolk 
brought it back from the other 
side. In a referendum they had 
stomped two years earlier, voters 
of Jefferson County decisively 
blessed the track to adopt video 
lottery terminals, a homoge¬ 
nized moniker for coinless slot 
machines. Penn National, 
through its loan to Charles Town, 
had agreed to buy the track 
pending slot-machine passage. 

Historically the ugly duckling 
among Mid-Adantic Thorough¬ 


bred tracks, Charles Town 
reemerged the next fall a comely, 
gliding swan, dressed with more 
than 500 slot machines and a 
strange new elegance. Later, 
after the track upped its number 
of machines and got clearance 
for the coin-operated kind, 
Charles Town spread a growing 
wingspan. 

In its first full fiscal year end¬ 
ing June 30,1999, the track drew 
net slot-generated revenues of 
$45.6 million; the next year, 
$78.3 million; the next, $132.2 
million. Through the first half of 
this fiscal year, with gamblers 


having plunked $1 billion into 
coin slots, net revenue was on 
course to total about $175 mil¬ 
lion. 

That Charles Town essential¬ 
ly had failed as a stand-alone race 
track meant litde then or now. 
Through its alliance with slots, 
the hybrid gambling station is 
awash in race-dedicated cash: 
where it once dispensed about 
$25,000 in daily purses, Charles 
Town last fall neared $175,000. 
For the year, the track averaged 
$142,000 in daily purses, fast 
approaching its bigger and here¬ 
tofore stronger Maryland neigh¬ 


bors to the east, Pimlico and 
Laurel Park. 

Even after certain purses 
were trimmed and the condition 
book reconfigured this winter to 
account for cold-weather and 
post-September 11 slowdowns, 
Charles Town offered $6,800 for 
a condition $2,500 claiming race; 
$9,100 for bottom-level, $5,000 
maiden-claimers; $15,900 for a 
condition $12,500 claiming race; 
$20,000 for a never-won-three 
allowance. 

Dick Watson, president of 
the Charles Town Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association, lets out a laugh. He 
speaks of his recent trip west to 
a national horsemen’s conven¬ 
tion and says, “They tease me 
that I ought to be paying more 
dues because we’re making so 
much money.” 

In “the doom-and-gloom 
£ times” of the mid-1990s, racing 
i general manager Richard 
^ (Dickie) Moore says Charles 
| Town probably had 2,000 horse 
“ owners; today, nearly 7,000. 
They’ve come from southern 
California, Louisiana, Kentucky, 
the scent of profit in the 
Shenandoah air. 

“Used to be, in a day, I could 
tell you everybody that was 
here,” Moore says. “I don’t 
know half of ’em anymore.” 

During his horse training 
days in Maryland, Jeff Gilleas 
openly avoided Charles Town 
and its dismal offerings; a trip 
there was a dread admission of 
Thoroughbred deficiency. Two 
years ago, no longer a trainer, 
Gilleas took a job as Charles 
Town racing host director, a liai¬ 
son to the track’s parimutuel 
customers. 

“When I was training, the 
purses were so poor, it wasn’t 
worth the van ride from Laurel 
to Charles Town,” Gilleas says. 
“Now horses come here from 
everywhere.” 

The proof is in the gate. For 
its 2001 racing season, Charles 
Town averaged 9.2 starters per 
race, an astounding figure given 
the track’s 10-starter maximum. 
Racing secretary Jimmy 
Hammond says he’s had 50 
horses entered in a race; maiden 
contests routinely draw 40. 
Hammond says the condition 
book is so reliable, the interest 
so consistent, that horsemen 
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refer to substitute races as 
teasers. 

“Pm probably one of the 
most fortunate racing secretaries 
in the country, if not the most,” 
Hammond says. “I have an over¬ 
abundance of horses.” 

Seven entered in a race? 
Hammond has the flexibility to 
pitch it for a sub with 12. Under 
an agreement with horsemen, 
he’s obligated only to use those 
races with eight or more entries. 

Through the plentiful race 
fields, those a time zone and 
more away from Charles Town 
are getting to know the little six- 
furlong track. In 2000, its first 
full year exporting simulcasts, 
Charles Town averaged about $6 
million in monthly handle; sales 
last year jumped more than 50 
percent and got stronger as the 
year progressed. 

Moore marvels at the whole 
of it. In the mid-’90s, during 
another shutdown that proved 
temporary, he and certain staff 
members scavenged a few space 
heaters and phoned creditors to 
pitch for time and leniency. Cold 
seeped into the ramshackle 
office, and foreboding; Charles 
Town had races nobody wanted 
to see, and it couldn’t pay for the 
simulcasts it brought in to but¬ 
tress its own lusterless product. 

“It got so that we were get- 
tin’ ready to build bunkers,” 
Moore says. “We [were] lookin’ 
for SCUD missiles.” 

This is what they’re building 
now: a 75,000-square-foot annex 
that ultimately would house an 
additional 1,500 slot machines 
to the present 2,000, pending 
state lottery commission ap¬ 
proval; a five-story, 1,500-space 
parking garage with covered 
casino access; a 200-seat food 
court. A bridge, in essence, to 
even fatter purses, which were 
$1.7 million underpaid in mid- 
January. 

Since its $16.5 million pur¬ 
chase of Charles Town, presi¬ 
dent and chief operating officer 
James Buchanan says Penn 
National Gaming has spent 
$100 million to renovate the 
main facility, the race track, the 
backstretch. The next wave of 
improvements is tabbed at $61 
million. 

Four percent of gross slot- 
machine revenue deducted for 
state administrative costs, Charles 
Town race track nets 47 percent

of the remainder; in 2001, that 
meant $62 million. Fourteen 
percent ($18.5 million last year) 
is dedicated to race purses. 
Beyond that, 30 percent goes to 
the West Virginia Lottery Fund 
and 1 percent or less to various 
other state, county, employee 
and parimutuel development 
funds. 

“Even though racing’s 
become a byproduct of another 
industry, it’s a good byproduct,” 
says West Virginia state steward 
Danny Wright, the former 
Maryland-based jockey. “There 
are a lot of positives around 
here.” 

Buchanan sees nothing odd 
about the link; rather, a logical 
symbiosis. The race track gave 
Charles Town its identity, pre¬ 
served jobs and farms, brought 
money to the state. By changing 
the track’s future in 1996, he 
infers, Jefferson County voters 
upheld the present. 

“If racing is important to the 
economy of the area and to so 
many people, why not support 
that business if you can?” says 
Buchanan, adding that Delaware 
okayed slots for its race tracks 
and Maryland, for a time, hefted 
race purses through lottery pro¬ 
ceeds. “I think there’s a good 
marriage there. And let’s put it 
this way: you wouldn’t have got¬ 
ten the games if it wasn’t for the 
race track.” 

Buchanan says he knew so 
litde about the sport, he read 
three horse racing books upon 
accepting Penn National’s offer 
to direct the transition into slots. 
For 30 years he had worked in 
rooms without windows, from 
director of slot operations at 
Harvey’s Resort and Hotel in 
Lake Tahoe to corporate gaming 
executive in Reno to casino 
manager in Tunica, Miss. 

Asked to lead Charles Town’s 
makeover, Buchanan seized the 
challenge, moved as well by 
West Virginia’s hilly greenness. 
The territory new to him, he 
says it wasn’t nearly as foreign as 
the complicated, esoteric, con¬ 
founding nature of parimutuel 
horse racing. 

Before he moved into his 
spacious Charles Town office, 
Buchanan says he spent nights at 
the track sampling the racing 
product, acquainting himself 
with the vast nuances of handi¬ 
capping, trying without great

success to understand how it all 
works. He was daunted before 
he started: “Personally, I can't 
even read the numbers without a 
magnifying glass." 

He added: “I'd go and gam¬ 
ble and see how everything 
operated: 'Okay, I don't know 
anything, and I'm a customer, 
and I come in. How does this 
work? What am I confronted 
with?' I was confronted with 
very nice tellers, but they don't 
have time to tell you anything. I 
was confronted with the fact 
that, if I hadn't read three 
books, I wouldn't have a clue 
what I was looking at." 

He wondered then and now 
why the sport's grassroots 
wager, win-place-show, isn't 
first-second-third; that would 
have to be more understandable 
to the uninitiated. He received 
the stock answer, and a glimpse 
into the industry's myopia: we've 
always done it that way. 

To grow, Buchanan says, rac¬ 
ing must deconstruct itself and 
do more to enhance its integrity. 

“I think the idea is to make 
racing simpler, not so mysteri¬ 
ous for everybody," he says. “It 
doesn't have to be all that com¬ 
plicated. Most of the people on 
the gaming side just know they 
have to put a coin in the slot, 
push a button and the machine 
will take care of the rest, and 
they're not going to get cheated. 
That's a big thing: I want to 
know that if I'm spending my 
money, I'm getting a fair deal. 
And I think they have that com¬ 
fort level. And I think you have 
to develop that same comfort 
level to make racing go further." 

Charles Town customers 
make that point daily. Although 
the track's live, on-track handle 
increased last year, the growth 
couldn't touch that provided by 
the slots. The average win per 
machine in fiscal year 2001 rose 
18.5 percent, from $1,230 to 
$1,457, with a comparable rise 
projected in 2002. 

In the days before slots, 
Larry Mason worked the 
Charles Town parking lot part- 
time and says a good Saturday 
brought 100 cars to the valet. 
Retired as a truck driver, Mason 
returned to the valet lot last year 
and found an 800-car night rou¬ 
tine. He says he's lost 30 pounds 
running to satisfy demand. 


To that end, Charles Town is 
less a race track than a gambling 
house that offers parimutuels on 
the side. The casino is the opera¬ 
tion's beating heart, racing an 
extremity; it's not architectural 
happenstance that horseplayers 
must pass through the casino to 
get to the race track. 

And a casino it is, from the 
ceaseless, discordant, unsynchro¬ 
nized symphony of slot-machine 
ditties to the brighdy colored 
neon to the choking tobacco 
smoke to the cocktail waitresses 
with fishnet stockings to the 
black-vested slot attendants to 
the print-rich carpeting that cam¬ 
ouflages coins dropped unknow- 
ingly. 

There are nickel slots and 
dollar slots and dime, quarter, 
half-a-dollar slots. There are the 
games: The Big Cheese, Ring 
'Em Up, On The Money! Easy 
Street, Spintastic! Red White & 
Blue, Double Diamond, Triple 
Diamond, Wild Diamonds. 

“I use to play the ponies 
some," says Janellen Chapman, 
who just drew a king-six-three to 
a pair of queens on a video 
poker machine. “But I do better 
here, and I don't have to work as 
hard." 

Buchanan says that typifies 
the trend: many more horse- 
players become slot players than 
slot players become horseplay¬ 
ers. Despite that, and the basic 


notion that Charles Town Races 
needn't generate a wagered buck 
to thrive, Buchanan says Penn 
National is bent on making rac¬ 
ing prosper. 

“From a pure business point 
of view .. if I could have a gam¬ 
ing facility without racing, would 
that be the smart thing to do? 
Yeah, in the long-term, it proba¬ 
bly would," he says. “But that's 
not the reality of the situation. 

“From my perspective as a 
facility operator, I look at racing 
as being a great adjunct, in terms 
of entertainment, to gaming at 
the forefront. I look at it as part 
of my entertainment venue. If I 
had a show, and I was trying to 
attract 15 or 20 thousand people 
to that show... that's what racing 
does for me. It attracts thou¬ 
sands of people here who might 
not normally come if it was just 
a gaming facility." 

More a piggyback than a syn¬ 
ergy, the slots-racing fusion has 
brought rich opportunities once 
inconceivable—and a wealth of 
accordant new challenges—for 
Charles Town horsemen and 
management. Buchanan says rac¬ 
ing officials and HBPA leaders 
agreed to repress purse growth 
because horse quality wasn't 
there to support it, adding, “we 
didn't want to dangle too juicy of 
a carrot too quickly." In that 
vein, adds Moore, the track must 
address its stable makeup and 


replace those trainers who have 
outdated stock. 

“There are people who've 
been here 30, 35 years; a lot of 
those folks haven't upgraded like 
they probably should have to 
compete now," Moore says. 
“That's the real tough part, to go 
down and say to a man, ‘I'm 
sorry. You're not making your 
starts. You're not competing 
here. I know you've been here a 
long time, but we're gonna have 
to address your situation.' 

‘You try to do that in a very, 
very diplomatic way, and hope¬ 
fully, these people will weed 
themselves out. But to try to 
evict these individuals is very, 
very tough." 

On this, HBPA president 
Watson has no quarrel. “At least 
there is the opportunity today 
for horsemen to make a little 
money," he says. “Some horse¬ 
men, because they have been 
there a long time, don't feel the 
urgency to upgrade their stock to 
stay competitive. That makes it 
difficult because in this day... we 
just can't depend on other peo¬ 
ple shipping in. We have to do it 
on our own." 

At the same time, manage¬ 
ment and horsemen grasp the 
need to keep the lowest claiming 
category, $2,500, in deference to 
the owners and trainers who had 
seen the track through its darkest 
hour. 
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“I felt they are the reason 
that Charles Town is here/ 7 
Watson says. “They are the rea¬ 
son that we are successful. They 
are the reason we have nine-plus 
starters per race. We needed to 
give those people an opportuni¬ 
ty to run with some degree of 
frequency.” 

Economics suggest that a 
$4,000 winning purse for a 
$2,500 claiming race might com¬ 
pel trainers to claim and jam, or 
to drop horses to the bottom 
with impunity. But that hasn’t 
happened on a massive scale, 
horsemen say, largely because 
$2,500 claiming races appear but 
every six weeks or so. 

“I may end up with a cheap 
horse, but I don’t keep him in 
my barn,” says David Walters, a 
longtime Charles Town trainer. 
“Bad horse makes bad times. 
Makes the owner sour; you can¬ 
not get him in often enough. 
When you’re sittin’ six, seven, 
eight weeks in between a maiden 
$5,000 race or a beaten $2,500 
race, you’re better off havin’ an 
empty stall. When you look up 
your shed row and see 10 horses 
that aren’t bein’ useful to you, 
that’s a hindrance.” 

Trainer Eddie Householder, 
another Charles Town veteran, 
says he pursues $5,000 to 
$10,000 claims because those 
horses race more often. He 
avoids $2,500 claimers “because 
you can’t afford to keep a horse 
six weeks to run him back. So 
just because the money’s great 
on the $2,500 level doesn’t mean 
it’s good, because if you can’t 
run that horse, that big money is 
nothing.” 

Yet Charles Town claims, on 
the whole, have risen dramatical¬ 
ly. According to racing secretary 
Hammond, trainers claimed 
1,156 horses at the track last year 
(about five per program), mostly 
in the $5,000 range. On a night 
this January, horsemen deposited 
17 claims on one horse in one 
race. 

Wise to the trend, trainer 
Charlie Hadry recently shipped 
his gray homebred Dev’s Bid to 
Charles Town on a warm Wed¬ 
nesday as much to get her 
claimed as to win a purse. 

“I hope somebody takes 
her,” Hadry says when asked his 
motive. In a $5,000 maiden 
claimer with a $9,100 purse, 
Dev’s Bid manages a brief, far- 


turn lead at four and a half fur¬ 
longs, ends a distant third. 
Hadry gets a $910 purse but no 
takers. 

Dev’s Bid is ridden by Mark 
Rosenthal, one of a growing 
flock of out-of-town jockeys 
drawn by ample purses. Jockey 
Paul Nicol Jr. shifted to Charles 
Town after Finger Lakes closed. 
Charlie Forrest, who swore 
never to return after the stew¬ 
ards disqualified a horse of his 
during his apprenticeship, 
recently sold his Baltimore-are a 
home to move to Frederick, 
Md., shortening the driving dis¬ 
tance to Charles Town. And 
Larry Reynolds, mostly a Pim¬ 
lico/Laurel Park jockey the past 
decade, says he’d consider riding 


at Charles Town full-time and 
moving his family to West 
Virginia were he and his wife not 
so bullish on the Maryland 
schools their four kids attend. 

The money attracts high- 
powered stables too. Trainers 
Scott Lake and Dale Capuano 
routinely ship horses to Charles 
Town, the van cost no longer a 
factor. 

“All the big money cornin’ in 
here so fast, it’s made it hard for 
the people that have been here 
through the lean times and the 
good times,” trainer House¬ 
holder says. “It’s made it 
extremely difficult for us to run 
horses” because the competition 
has intensified. 

When a labor strike closed 
racing at Penn National in 1999, 
trainer Ronney Brown trans¬ 
ferred to Charles Town, he 
thought, temporarily. Seven 
meet tides later, he’s still in West 
Virginia. 

“I had all these horses that 
really weren’t doin’ that well up 
there,” Brown says. “But here I 
won, and there’s no way you can 
leave when you’re gettin’ two to 
three times the money you were 


gettin’ and expenses were the 
same; hell, maybe a little less.” 

And because Charles Town 
offers purse enhancements to 
West Virginia-breds, horsemen 
say state stallions have new 
cachet. 

As Charles Town expands its 
dot on the racing map, track 
officials say they’re not apt to 
expand the race track itself. 
Talks of enlarging the racing 
oval, Moore says, have gone the 
way of yesterday’s worries; such 
a build-out would require up to 
$4 million and, more important¬ 
ly, a nine-month racing shut¬ 
down. 

“I’ve always said I always 
want to be the top in the minor 
leagues; I don’t want to be up 


there in the big leagues,” Moore 
says. ‘We’re a three-quarter-of- 
a-mile race track. We do very 
well, and I think we need to keep 
it that way.” 

“It does give us a little bit of 
a niche because our Maryland 
competitors are mile tracks,” 
Buchanan says. “It just makes us 
a little different. It makes us look 
different to the customer too; it 
feels more intimate to what’s 
going on on the race track.” 

As for widening Charles 
Town’s gaming scope, Buchanan 
says “there’s been no big push” 
for other casino table games like 
craps, roulette or blackjack. 
They would require more space, 
more labor, more managerial 
headaches. But Buchanan recog¬ 
nizes the upside as well. 

“In my experience, while that 
would probably bring to the 
track other types of players, 
table-game players on their own 
are not a huge profit center to 
us,” Buchanan says. “At the 
same time, it gives you more of 
a full-service gambling opera¬ 
tion, so to speak. And let’s face 
it: in the long run, that’s proba¬ 


bly a better, more preferable 
thing.” 

Knowing Charles Town’s 
parent is first and foremost a 
gaming company, HBPA presi¬ 
dent Watson says relations 
between track and horsemen 
were never smoother. How stark 
the difference from a decade 
before, when sniping brought 
out the worst in both sides and 
fostered mutual detriment. 

“I have said I believe we have 
it as good if not better with 
Penn National than any race 
track in America,” he says. 
“We’ve been able to solve any 
situation that’s come up simply 
by talking about it. When you 
can do that, your problems get 
solved. 


“I do understand there are 
people in the business at Penn 
National who have never seen a 
horse race and don’t feel any 
affinity for horse racing. We 
need to be ever vigilant. Yes 
there are ups and downs. But I 
am for the most part tremen¬ 
dously happy with the relation¬ 
ship, understanding that how 
they want to get to point B may 
not be exactly how I want get to 
point B.” 

Charles Town habitues agree 
on the upshot: the race track is 
moving, thriving, dancing in a 
way it never did. 

“When you looked at it in 
1996, it was gettin’ ready to fall 
down,” Moore says. “But in my 
mind, I knew that you couldn’t 
bury this place.” 

“Four years ago, the doors 
were closed,” state steward 
Wright says. “There was no light 
at the end of the tunnel.” 

Back from the edge of dark¬ 
ness, Charles Town race track 
has a life story still unfinished. If 
the best tales are yet unwritten, 
the greatest moments yet uncap¬ 
tured, The Racing Wall has 
room for them. #

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MIKE FLYNN: A 
NEW VOICE FOR 
MARYLAND’S 
HORSE INDUSTRY 


Consensus- 
building is key, 
says lifelong 
horseman 
who in 
February 
became top 
executive of 
theMHBA, 
Maryland 
Million and 
Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred.

M ichael D. Flynn moved 
into his new office in early 
February, and went to 
work in his new capacity as exec¬ 
utive vice-president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation, executive director of Mary¬ 
land Million Ltd. and editor/ 
publisher of Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 
oughbred. 

Flynn, who holds the job for¬ 
merly held by Timothy T. Capps, 
came to Maryland from New 
York State, having served for the 
past five years as executive direc¬ 
tor of New York Thoroughbred 
Breeders, Inc. 

A native of Tipperary, Ire¬ 
land, Flynn, 58, has made a life¬ 
long career in the horse industry 
He was executive vice-president 
and general manager of Blue Sky 
Farm in Goshen, N.Y., from 
1980 to 1992, and prior to that 
served as general manager and 
on-farm trainer at John D. 
Marsh’s farm in Virginia and as 
assistant manager of Hobeau 
Farm in Ocala, Fla. 

While in his teens and early 
20s, Flynn made his home in 
Maryland, where his parents, the 
late Desmond and Mary Flynn, 
owned and operated one of the 
state’s leading Thoroughbred 
nurseries, The Curragh, in Chesa¬ 
peake City. 

Flynn discussed some of his 
goals, and his perspective on the 
industry. 

uestion: Your new job 
requires you to wear sever¬ 
al different hats. How will you 
prioritize the different aspects? 

Answer: My first priority is to 
get to know the staff; these are 


the people who implement the 
goals of the organization. 

Then I want to get to know 
the board members—both the 
MHBA and Maryland Million, 
and also those who serve on the 
various committees—and come 
to an understanding of their pri¬ 
orities, and appreciate their dif¬ 
ferent points of view. 

I don’t plan to make any 
changes right off. First I’ve got 
to understand what the issues 
are, and what’s needed. Then, 
when any changes come, they 
will be to improve things. I’m 
looking at a fairly major learning 
curve. 

I would like to propose that 
we do an in-depth economic 
impact study of the entire racing 
and breeding industry in Mary¬ 
land. 

We need to develop a long- 
range strategic plan so we can 
become proactive in our ap¬ 
proach to solutions as opposed 
to reactive, as is so often the 
case. 

Coming from outside of the 
state, and looking at the big pic¬ 
ture, it seems to me that the one 
area that needs to be addressed 
first are the purses at the race 
tracks (Laurel Park and Pimlico). 
Because without good racing, 
the breeding industry is not 
going to prosper. 

Q : What kind of approach do 
you have in mind in dealing 
with the race tracks? 

A: One of the things I was 
involved with in New York was 
the passage of legislation to 
allow VLTs (video lottery termi¬ 
nals). We went to the different 


constituent groups within the 
industry and got them to agree 
on what each of them needed to 
do, in order to get the legislation 
passed. 

Everyone had to compro¬ 
mise, but in most instances we all 
wanted the same thing. Of 
course the state is a major part of 
that process, too. 

Q : What, in your view, can be 
done to improve the 
Maryland-bred Fund, and sell 
Maryland racing and breeding? 

A: It goes back to what I said 
earlier about improving racing. 
That’s where the revenue comes 
from. 

If the overall racing 
improves, funding will increase 
and we will have a better means 
of showcasing the Maryland 
product. The breeding industry 
will prosper as a result. 

Q : You lived in Maryland 
more than 30 years ago. 

Gan you talk about what 
strikes you as different now, in 
comparison to those days? 

A: One thing that has struck 
me in the last few weeks as I’ve 
driven around the state has been 
the sprawling development— 
the tremendous loss of farm¬ 
land. 

It reminds me of when I first 
went to New York. There were 
many breeding farms on Long 
Island; the office of the New 
York Thoroughbred Breeders 
was on Long Island. With the 
spread of development all those 
farms are gone; there are no stal¬ 
lions standing on Long Island 
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anymore. The pressure of devel¬ 
opment is intense. 

As the number of farms in an 
area shrinks, it becomes difficult 
to find labor, to move equipment 
around, and continue operation. 

I can see a risk that what hap¬ 
pened on Long Island might 
happen in Maryland. I would 
assume that the state legislature 
appreciates the value of the rac¬ 
ing and breeding industry in 
Maryland. 

This has always been a state 
with good farms and true horse¬ 
men. But the industry could be 
vulnerable. That will be a key 
part of any presentation I will 
make to the state legislature: the 
need to protect the farms, and 
the green space. 

One thing that does not seem 
to me to have changed, though, 
is the sense that for a lot of Mary¬ 
land horsepeople, the horse 
industry is their life. They live 
what they do. 

The horse industry is my life, 
too, and I am delighted to be 
given the opportunity to work 
for and among people who look 
at these things the way I do. 

: You made your career as a 
hands-on horseman for a 
lot of years before becoming 
involved in association man¬ 


agement. What caused you to 
make that move, and how is 
running an organization for 
breeders different from operat¬ 
ing a breeding farm? 

A: I was a member of the 
board of the New York Breeders 
for a number of years, and was 
one of the people who were 
influential in moving the office 
to upstate New York, nearer to 
the farms. The organization 
needed to be closer to its mem¬ 
bers. That was in about 1995. 

We hired a young man to 
head up the organization, and 
when that did not work out, 
some other members of the 
board approached me and asked 
if I would be interested in step¬ 
ping in and helping out on a tem¬ 
porary basis. 

Not long after that I was 
named executive director, and of 
course I stepped down as a 
board member. 

I found that I enjoyed associ¬ 
ation management, and the 
opportunity came at the right 
time for me. My partner Howard 
Nolan and I had ended up selling 
a lot of our breeding stock after 
the tax law changes of 1986; 
then eventually Howard decided 
to get out of the business. 


We sold part of the farm 
(Blue Sky Farm); I retained 65 
acres and had my own breeding 
operation there. Then I went to 
work in the (New York State) 
Senate for three years. 

Breeders 5 organizations have 
special appeal for me, because 
having been a horseman all my 
life, I clearly understand what it 
takes to operate in this industry. I 
am very interested in the people 
I meet; the thing I like most is 
working with people who have a 
shared interest. 

The most difficult part of the 
job is trying to meet the needs of 
the various board members; it 
took me a while to understand 
that I couldn’t please them all. 

The most you can hope for is 
to build consensus. Working for 
a board of directors is very dif¬ 
ferent from working for yourself. 
When you work for yourself, you 
make decisions on your own and 
sink or swim on them. 

With an association, you 
build consensus, and a level of 
support, and that takes time. 

The job is two-fold: to intro¬ 
duce concepts and ideas to the 
board, and implement what they 
want done. 

Q : With the New York 

Thoroughbred Breeders, you 


did a lot to boost membership 
and promote services for mem¬ 
bers. Do you see that being an 
emphasis here as well? 

A: Yes. I believe those things 
are very important for any mem¬ 
bership organization. Any way 
that you can get members 
involved, and bring them together 
—through seminars, social 
events—is good. 

We need to find new ways to 
invite all the people who live in 
our horse country to join our 
organization and get involved 
financially or socially at some 
level.

POSTS 18 PERCENT 
RISE IN AVERAGE 


With 123 horses of all 
ages bringing a total of 
$900,700, gross increased 
slightly over last year’s 
figure. 


D efying expected trends, the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Winter Mixed sale posted a 
whopping 18 percent increase in 
average, and a slight increase in 
gross. In all, 123 horses sold for 
$900,700, for an average of 
$7,323 at the one-day auction 
held February 4 at Timonium. 

The percentage of RNAs 
(horses not attaining their 
reserves) decreased dramatically 
—from 26 percent in 2001 to 16 
percent this year. 

“It was unbelievable,” said 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic executive 
vice-president Mason Grasty. “I 
don’t know any way to explain it. 
The sale was good in all respects, 
and certainly exceeded our 
expectations.” 

Demand for broodmares was 
exceptionally strong, “in many 
instances stronger than the cata¬ 
logue,” noted Grasty. 

Topping the sale on a 
$60,000 bid was Queen Suite, an 
11-year-old daughter of Bates 
Motel—Queen Quillon, by 
Raise a Native, consigned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Rick Abbott’s Pennsyl¬ 
vania-based Charlton blood¬ 
stock agency and purchased by 
longtime Maryland breeder/ 
owner Frank A. Bonsai Jr. 


Sold in foal to El Prado (Ire), 
Queen Suite won the 1994 Just 
Smashing Stakes at Meadow- 
lands and was three times stakes- 
placed during a racing career that 
encompassed four wins and 
earnings of $86,110. She is a 
half-sister to stakes-placed 
Lomond’s Dancer and to the 
dam of stakes winner True Valay 
($168,701) and stakes-placed 
True Nic Pic. 

Highest-priced yearling, at 
$45,000, was a Two Punch filly 
from the consignment of Mar¬ 
shall Silverman, agent.

Wonderland 
beckons for 
jumpers as well 
as flat runners 


S ince Mike Pons’s editorial in 
the February Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred opened the gate 
to Wonderland, come with me 
while we gaze into the fantastic 
future of steeplechasing—com¬ 
plete with a never-ending source 
of revenue. Fast forward 10 
years. It’s 2012, and this report 
comes across your television/ 
computer screen/cell phone: 

Since American steeplechas¬ 
ing began its explosion back in 
2002, the sport thrives because 
of an engine of Internet gam¬ 
bling, weekly television broad¬ 
casts, government tourism grants, 
a growing national fan base and 
corporate sponsorship. Racing 
occurs every weekend and most 
holidays in the country’s finest 
cities. 


This week, the traditional St. 
Patrick’s Day Festival comes to 
Maryland where a crowd of 
50,000 will rock Laurel Park as 
the best jumpers in training line 
up for the $500,000 Jimmy 
Murphy Steeplechase. The day 
features a card of 10 Thorough¬ 
bred races split evenly between 
the jumpers and the flat horses. 
A crowd of 35,000 is expected, 
with total mutuel handle swelling 
past $10 million. 

Many people credit steeple¬ 
chasing with helping drive an 
expansion throughout all of 
Thoroughbred racing in America. 
Once the jumping enthusiasts 
rallied into an NTRA-like league 
office and organized the market- 
ing goals of steeple chasing, 
attention focused on the sport 


and its various charitable 
endeavors. 

Back then, every steeple¬ 
chase meet benefited a cause 
—only nobody knew it Now, a 
percentage of every purse dollar 
and every dollar wagered world¬ 
wide goes to an agency that dis¬ 
burses funds to hundreds of 
local beneficiaries. That charity 
angle generated interest from 
state governments, who chipped 
in with grants earmarked for 
purses and marketing. 

“It’s a win-win for everyone 
involved,” said South Carolina 
racing commissioner John 
Cushman, a champion jump 
jockey way back in the 1980s. 
“We set aside a portion of the 
state budget for steeple chasing, 
and the sport delivers tourism 
dollars, charitable contributions 
and national television exposure. 
When I rode, a maiden race was 
worth $2,500—now the cheap¬ 
est one in the condition book is 
$50,000.” 

Steeplechasing began the 
century with a 12-state circuit. 
Now, some 30 states are 
involved with a few more in the 
process of building courses. 

California boasts a steeple¬ 
chase course in San Diego, and 
jump racing also occurs at 
Hollywood Park, Santa Anita 
and Del Mar. West Coast train¬ 
ers such as Neil Drysdale, 
Bobby Frankel and Paco Gon¬ 
zalez have developed steeple¬ 
chase strings to go with their flat 
horses. 

“The purses are so good, I 
can’t ignore it anymore,” said 
Drysdale, who made jump rac¬ 
ing a goal when other trainers 
won Grade 1 steeplechases with 
his flat-racing castaways in 2001. 
“The horses are the same— they 
eat, sleep, gallop just like always 
—only now they jump too. 
We’re breeding them for jump 
races too—I really like some of 
the War Chants I have.” 

Those purses Drysdale spoke 
of increase every day, and this 
year’s annual total is expected to 
pass $30 million. 

Channeled in the proper 
directions, revenue generated by 
steeplechase races helps support 
programs to recruit owners, 
trainers and jockeys. Revenue 
streams also go toward races for 
amateurs, and set aside purse 
dollars for start-up meets. 


Steeplechase racing also benefits 
from a constant effort of educa¬ 
tion through seminars, direct 
mail, advertisements (a jumping 
commercial will be shown dur¬ 
ing the Super Bowl next year) 
and community events. 

Like a blaring trumpet at 
post time, steeplechasing caught 
the attention of flat racing. Jump 
racing’s unique qualities helped 
to bring in television producers, 
new fans and big-time sponsors 
like Apple, Dell, Nike (you should 
see the jump-jockey boots 
they’re making), 7-Up, E-Trade 
and Amazon.com. Dozens of 
race tracks use the jumpers to 
lure more people through the 
gates. Spectators get introduced 
to the track, enjoy themselves 
and come back. In addition to 
converts like Drysdale, flat 
horsemen receive a windfall 
every time they sell a steeple¬ 
chase prospect. 

The signature steeplechase 
event is the World Champion¬ 
ship Day held as part of the now 
two-day Breeders’ Cup World 
Thoroughbred Championships 
(this year’s event will be at 
Virginia’s Colonial Downs for 
the first time). Five jump races 
worth $5 million (a $500,000 
race for 3-year-olds, a $500,000 
race for fillies and mares, a $1 
million timber race, a $1 million 
novice hurdle and a $2 million 
open stakes) are mixed in with 
the flat races, making for a true 
showcase of the Thoroughbred. 

“It’s truly an honor to host 
this event,” said Tim Capps, 
who turned Colonial into a 
showpiece after retiring from 
various positions in the industry. 
“Jump racing and flat racing 
were always part of the same 
Thoroughbred world, but now 
everyone is starting to believe it 
and we’re all working for the 
same goal. I remember back in 
the day when it seemed like 
Thoroughbred people couldn’t 
agree on anything.” 

Capps is right. There was a 
time when flat racing and 
steeplechasing couldn’t even 
agree with themselves, let alone 
each other. Agendas got in the 
way. Territories were marked. 
And everybody lost. Good thing 
this is Wonderland, or none of 
this would be possible. 

Or would it? #

PEDIGREES by Anne Peters 


Housebuster’s 
move to Virginia 
is major coup for 
Mid-Atlantic 



O n a blustery day in January, 
a crowd of admirers stood 
on the steps of the resi¬ 
dence at historic Blue Ridge 
Farm in Virginia, viewing the 
farm’s newest stallion. House- 
buster looked back, accepted 
treats and probably wondered 
what all the fuss was about. After 
all, adoring crowds and globe¬ 
trotting are things a gendeman 
takes in stride. 

In his racing days, House- 
buster was one of the most awe¬ 
some speed horses America has 
been privileged to have in the 
last few decades. 

We hesitate to use the term 
“sprinter” because, as the story 
will show, he was much more 
than that. He was a foal of 1987, 
from the first crop of his sire, 
the good sprinter Mt. 
Livermore, and out of the 
stakes-winning mare Big Dreams 
(by Great Above). 

Winner of the (six-furlong) 
Morven Stakes at 2, House- 
buster strung together an amaz¬ 
ing 3-year-old season, winning 
nine of 11 starts. He started early, 
reeling off victories in the Spec¬ 
tacular Bid Stakes (6£), Hutche¬ 
son Stakes (G3, 7f.) and Swale 
Stakes (G3, 7f.) in Florida. He 
skipped to Kentucky, taking the 
Lafayette Stakes (G3, 7f.) by 11 
lengths and Derby Trial (G3, 8f.) 
by more than five lengths. Then 
he moved on to New York to 
take the Withers Stakes (G2, 8£). 

Having proven his domi¬ 
nance over his division at a mile, 


he stepped up, racing against 
older horses for the first time in 
the Metropolitan Handicap-Gl. 
In the Met, Housebuster ran sec¬ 
ond by a neck to that year’s horse 
of the year, 5-year-old Criminal 
Type, while defeating Easy Goer 
in third. He finished out the sea¬ 
son with wins in the Sheridan 
(G3, 8f.) in June at Arlington, the 
King’s Bishop (G3, 7f.) at Sara¬ 
toga and the Jerome Handicap 
(Gl, 8f.) in September, the latter 
by 13 lengths. At season’s end, 
Housebuster was named cham¬ 
pion sprinter, although he had 
proved an even better miler. 

At 4, Housebuster came back 
in fine form, but was given a 
campaign geared more single- 
mindedly toward a second sprint 
championship. He started eight 
times, winning half of those, 
including the Vosburgh (Gl, 
7£), Carter (Gl, 7£), Forego 
(G2, 7f.) and the Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash (6£). 
With his mission accomplished, 
he was again awarded the nation¬ 
al sprint title and was retired to 
stud with 15 wins from 22 starts 
and earnings of $1,229,696. 

This summary by no means 
illustrates the brilliance and com¬ 
petence that was Housebuster, 
the runner. He was a dark bullet 
of a horse who handled his 
fields with disdain and frequent¬ 
ly ran away from them, laughing. 
Find back issues of magazines 
from the time. Watch the video. 
Housebuster was a running 
machine in the mold of a Dr. 


Fager or a Seattle Slew, the kind 
who seemed to be able to “psych 
out” his competition in the mil¬ 
liseconds it took to blow by 
them. 

Comparisons to Dr. Fager 
may be high-spirited, but not 
completely off base here, since 
Housebuster claimed the Tartan 
Stable flyer as kin, a close relative 
to his dam sire, Great Above. Dr. 
Fager was by Rough’n Tumble 
and out of a true blue hen 
named Aspidistra. Great Above 
was a son of Minnesota Mac, a 
good son of Rough’n Tumble, 
and Great Above’s dam was 
none other than Dr. Fager’s 
remarkable half-sister Ta Wee, a 
sprint champion herself. Great 
Above was also a sprinter, and 
putting a daughter of his, Big 
Dreams, to the sprinter Mt. 
Livermore would seem to be a 
prescription for speed, speed, 
and more speed. 

Given that background, it’s 
surprising that Housebuster 
excelled at a mile, but then Dr. 
Fager surprised everyone by 
staying farther than expected. 

Housebuster entered stud at 
Jonabell Farm in Kentucky after 
a leg injury that ended his racing 
career. He was a steady sire from 
the beginning, getting four 
stakes winners in his first crop, 
and five in each of his next three 
crops. He’d been part of the 
popular Kentucky/New Zealand 
shuttle for several seasons, as 
well. 


A few years ago, with a few 
of his progeny winning graded 
stakes in Japan, a call came in to 
purchase him, and off our hero 
went on a flight to the Far East. 
The Japanese managed to hang 
on to him for three years before 
The Stallion Company returned 
him to America for the 2002 
breeding season at Blue Ridge in 
Upperville. 

Now Housebuster is back, 
and the timing couldn’t be better. 
In 2001, he had multiple graded 
stakes-winning juvenile Buster’s 
Daydream, as well as Morluc 
(G3), Bahamian Pirate (G3, Ire), 
Paolino (G2, NZ), Governor’s 
Pride (winner of five stakes in 
2001), plus Chelsie’s House and 
Sweet Baby James. Governor’s 
Pride and Chelsie’s House just 
loved winning stakes all over the 
Mid-Atlantic region, including 
Mountaineer Park, Pimlico, 
Charles Town and the Meadow- 
lands. 

In January of 2002, House¬ 
buster’s Electronic Unicorn won 
the Stewards’ Cup-Gl in Hong 
Kong. Translation: Housebusters 
are winning stakes everywhere. 

Housebuster’s pedigree offers 
some interesting opportunities 
to breeders. First of all, he’s a 
remarkable outcross, free of 
Raise a Native, Northern Dancer, 
Bold Ruler and Hail to Reason, 
the big four of American breed¬ 
ing. Therefore, it comes as no 
surprise to see him siring stakes 
winners out of mares from 
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Free with 50/50 
breeder bonus split

Raise a Native appears in the 
dams of his stakes winners 
Buster’s Daydream, Reserve 
Your Heart, Compassionate, 
Swing and Miss, Burlington 
House and Find the Treasure. 

Northern Dancer appears in 
the dams of Electronic Unicorn, 
Reserve Your Heart, Bahamian 
Pirate, Camella, Chelsie’s House, 
Governor’s Pride, Clandestine 
Caller, Three Card Willie, New 
Zealand-bred Homewrecker and 
Chez Allie. 

Bold Ruler appears in the 
dams of Morluc, Compassion¬ 
ate, Swing and Miss, Chelsie’s 
House, Aces and Find the 
Treasure. 

Hail to Reason’s sons Halo or 
Roberto are found in the dams 
of Electronic Unicorn, Baha¬ 
mian Pirate, Camella, French 
Buster and Burlington House. 

Because of his cross of 
Great Above, it has been specu¬ 


lated by more than a few pedi¬ 
gree observers that he’d cross 
well with mares carrying In 
Reality. That’s because Great 
Above, by a son of Rough’n 
Tumble out of a daughter of 
Intentionally, was bred on the 
reverse cross as In Reality, a son 
of Intentionally out of a daugh¬ 
ter of Rough’n Tumble. After 
all, Dr. Fager loves In Reality, 
why shouldn’t his “nephew” 
Great Above? 

And voila! In Reality is one of 
Housebuster’s best nicks, ap¬ 
pearing in the pedigrees of the 
dams of four of his stakes win¬ 
ners, Buster’s Daydream, House- 
afire, Reality Play and Chez Allie. 
Two of them (Houseafire and 
Reality Play) are out of the same 
mare, Red Bordeaux, by In 
Reality. The other two are out of 
different daughters of Believe It, 
a son of In Reality. 

Two other bloodlines are also 
conspicuous in the dams of his 
stakes winners. Morluc is out of 


a mare by the speedy Time to 
Explode, while Sweet Baby 
James is out of a mare by Time 
to Explode’s sire Explodent. 
Explodent was, of course, one 
of the three powerful sons of 
Nearctic, in addition to North¬ 
ern Dancer and Icecapade. 

*Grey Dawn II is also a 
repeat success, as the sire of the 
dam of Housebuster’s leading 
earner, Midnight Bet, and as the 
sire of the second dam of stakes 
winner Clandestine Caller. This 
is interesting because it reminds 
us of the pedigree of Great 
Above’s best runner, Holy Bull, 
whose second dam was by 
*Grey Dawn II. 

One reason this might be 
working is tucked away in the 
pedigrees of Minnesota Mac’s 
dam, imported *Cow Girl II (by 
Mustang—Ate, by Phideas), and 
*Grey Dawn IPs sire *Herbager 
(by Vandale—Flagette, by Esca- 
millo). Phideas was by Pharos 
out of Imagery, a daughter of 
Gainsborough and Sun Wor¬ 
ship. 

Escamillo was by Firdaussi, a 
son of Pharos, and Escamillo’s 
dam was by Solario, a full broth¬ 
er to Imagery. This means that 
Phideas and Escamillo are very 
closely related. That noted, we’d 
encourage more *Herbager to 
try with Housebuster, and *Her- 
bager always adds a nice jolt of 
good old-fashioned French 
stamina. 

This hints that a third line 
might also work here—Cox’s 
Ridge, whose dam was by 
*Ballydonnell. *Ballydonnell’s 
sire was Ballyogan, by Fair Trial 
out of Serial by Solario. Fair

Trial was by Fairway, a brother 
to Pharos. *Ballydonnell’s dam 
was by Phideas, which on top of 
his cross of Ballyogan meant 
that *Ballydonnell was doubled 
to the same pattern of Pharos/ 
Imagery found in Phideas and 
*Cow Girl II. 

It’s also worth pointing out 
that the stakes-winning brothers 
Houseafire and Reality Play are 
not just the result of the Great 
Above/In Reality cross. Their 
dam Red Bordeaux was by In 
Reality out of Play It Safe (Ire) 
by Red Alert, a son of Red God. 
Since Mt. Livermore was by 
Blushing Groom (Fr), the best 
son of Red God, this means 
they are both also 4x4 to the 
stallion Red God. 

Red God is interesting 
because his dam was bred on the 
same nick as Tom Fool, being 
by Menow out of a daughter of 
*Bull Dog. Tom Fool appears in 
at least two of Housebuster’s 
stakes winners, including one of 
his top runners in Morluc, 
whose second dam was by 
Foolish Pleasure. Foolish Plea¬ 
sure was the spittin’ image of 
Tom Fool, his dam sire. 

One might take that as a hint 
that other Tom Fool bloodlines 
might work here as well, such as 
Buckpasser (found in Chelsie’s 
House), as well as Tim Tam, in 
Known Fact (also by In Reality), 
Tentam (by Intentionally), 
Gone West and Stop the Music. 

Housebuster, at 15.3 hands, 
is a medium-sized horse but 
appears larger because he’s so 
broad across the beam. He’s a 
very solid, muscular type remi¬ 
niscent more of his dam’s 
Rough’n Tumble background 
than his Blushing Groom (Fr) 
sire line. 

For breeders who require 
performance, he’s undoubtedly 
the best race horse currently at 
stud in the region. For breeders 
wanting pedigree, he’s got one 
of class, and he’s proven him¬ 
self by crossing with a broad 
spectrum of mares. 

Housebuster’s first crop in 
Japan will be hitting the races 
this year, and his New Zealand 
foals are showing continued 
good form. But for now, 
Housebuster, the moveable 
beast, is back in America, and 
we hope he stays where he is for 
some time. #

HEALTH NOTES by Dr. Martin Adams 


Some common 
ailments that can 
occur during a 
horse’s first six 
months of life 


Healthy newborn foals should: 

• Take a sternal position (able to sit up on hocks and 
elbows) within minutes; 

• Breathe easily, slowing from an initial high of about 70 
breaths per minute to 40 to 60 breaths per minute 
within 15 minutes of birth; 

• Have red, or at least pink, mucous membranes, indicat¬ 
ing adequate oxygen; 

• Display a suckle reflex within 20 minutes of birth; 

• Appear alert and display an affinity for the dam; 

• Be able to stand within two hours and nurse within 
three. 

If your foal fails to meet these criteria, he may already be suf¬ 
fering from a serious condition and needs the prompt attention of 
a veterinarian.

C hances are your foal will sail 
through the baby stage with 
flying colors, especially if 
he is normal at birth and your 
farm has good management 
practices. 

However, even under the 
best circumstances, it’s possible 


that your youngster could fall 
prey to one or more problems 
that can affect foals. 

Good observation coupled 
with prompt action gives you the 
best opportunity to help your 
foal avoid a setback. The Foal 
Health-Watch Guide describes 


signs of common ailments that 
can occur during the first six 
months of a horse’s life. 

In most cases, even if the 
problem is not life-threatening, 
you will still want your veterinar¬ 
ian to confirm the diagnosis and 
direct you to the most effective 
treatment. 

This guide lists signs that are 
frequendy observed with certain 
disorders, but not all foals dis¬ 


play the same signs or to the 
same degree. 

Visit The Mane Points' web site 
for an expanded version of the 
list of things to be on the look¬ 
out for and tips on how to deal 
with them. 

A foal’s condition can deteri¬ 
orate very rapidly, so don’t wait 
until your sick baby shows all the 
signs before taking action and 
calling your veterinarian. #

Dunkelberger, 25, rode 395 
winners last year although side¬ 
lined six weeks with a broken 
collarbone and two weeks for 
suspensions. For nearly two and 
a half years until his New York 
departure, he rode afternoons at 
Laurel Park or Pimlico and 
evenings at Charles Town. 

Early last month at Laurel 
Park, Bella Girl managed an 
upset victory in the name of 
benevolence. At 15-1, the dark 
bay 3-year-old filly dusted seven 
other non-winners and became 
the latest maiden-breaking prod¬ 
uct of the Virginia Tech Foun¬ 
dation’s Thoroughbred breeding 
program at the Middleburg Agri¬ 
cultural Research and Extension 
Center in Middleburg, Va. 

The foundation accepts 
donated mares, breeds them to 
its two stallions, Ball’s Bluff (by 
Cox’s Ridge) and Chief Protocol 
(by Chief’s Crown), and sells the 
resultant yearlings at its own auc¬ 
tion each fall. Bella Girl’s dam, 
the Buckfinder-sired Cyclonic 
Girl, went to Ball’s Bluff. 

Commercial real estate dealer 
Ron Salerno, his wife Theresa 
and Dina Machnij bought Bella 
Girl at the 2000 auction and 
gave her to Edith (Doodles) 
Howland to be broken and 
trained. 

“It took three riders,” How¬ 
land said of the breaking ordeal. 


O n a recent drive to Charles 
Town, Maryland’s husband 
and wife team of horse 
trainers Bill and Josephine (Jo) 
Owens got to talking: how the 
roads, how the tracks, how the 
job had changed. The conversa¬ 
tion itself became a journey, one 
that ended with the Owenses 
deciding to leave the business 
that has been their life. 

“We realized we’re so fortu¬ 
nate,” Jo Owens said. “We 
thought, "We have a chance to do 
this on our terms; why not get 
out before we’re forced to 
quit?’ ” 

They sold Monhoprin Farm 
(so named for its closeness to 
Montgomery, Howard and 
Prince Georges counties), a 15- 
acre jewel Jo had inherited from 
her father, H.B. Shipley, and 
arranged to head south for a life 
of less worry. 

“The farm’s not in the coun¬ 
try anymore, it’s in the city,” Jo 
said. “We’re practically staying 
up at night listening if the horses 
are all right.” 

Sometime this summer, after 
their 47th wedding anniversary, 
they plan to move into a log 
cabin they’re building near Lake 
Anna, Va. 

“We’re designing it for old 
folks,” Jo said. “Everything on 
one floor.” 

With grandchildren in Mon¬ 
tana and Colorado and sufficient 
wanderlust, the Owenses plan to 
travel a lot as well. For now, Jo 
said, they face a bittersweet tran¬ 


sition to a life without Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 

“I know I’m going to miss 
the horses—their actual physical 
presence,” she said. “But, for the 
time being, it’s gonna be nice not 
to watch the clock and say, ‘It’s 
feeding time.’” 

A staunch horsemen’s advo¬ 
cate across the years, Jo said 
she’ll keep her position as board 
member of the Maryland Horse¬ 
men’s Assistance Fund, and all 
the racing memories: of the 
homebred Welcome Folly, their 
first winner; of Darknesian, who 
won five straight races on four 
bad legs after they claimed him; 
of Skating Lady, another claim 
who finished third to Safely 
Kept; of stakes winners Square 
Up the Bet and Jhenais Jewel; of 
Take the Vow, a mare who raced 
98 times for the Owenses and 
earned over $90,000 before 
becoming a broodmare. 

And who could forget Itsa- 
verysimplegame? Before noted 
Baltimore sports personality 
Charlie Eckman passed away, 
son Barry promised he would 
buy a horse, name it Itsaverysim- 
plegame and race it. In his horse¬ 
playing days, of which there were 
many, Charlie Eckman would 
declare, “It’s a very simple 
game,” before cashing his tickets. 

For $3,500, the Owenses 
bought Itsaverysimplegame for 
Barry Eckman at an Ocala 2- 
year-old sale; on December 26 at 
Laurel, they won with him. He 
was the last horse they’d ever 
run. 


“That’s one of the reasons 
Bill and I hated to quit the game, 
because we had such fantastic 
owners,” Jo said. “Our owners 
didn’t use horses as a means to 
make money. We had owners 
that didn’t make money but 
loved the game.” 

What Jo and Bill Owens did, 
they did together. When a back 
injury prevented Bill from train¬ 
ing years ago, Jo got her trainer’s 
license and took over the racing 
stable. Years later, after Bill 
returned to health and started 
working in the receiving barn at 
Maryland tracks, Jo relieved him 
as trainer to avoid any conflicts 
of interest. 

They’re the quintessential 
couple—soulmates, parents, 
grandparents, horsepeople. 

“With the horses, there’s 
never a day that goes the way you 
think it’s going to,” Jo Owens 
said. “It’s certainly not a boring 
life.” 

While the Owenses prepared 
to leave, jockey Travis Dunkel¬ 
berger bid goodbye to Mary¬ 
land. Third nationally in victories 
last year, Dunkelberger trans¬ 
ferred to Aqueduct late in Jan¬ 
uary to ride first-call for owner 
Richard Englander and trainer 
Scott Lake. 

Dunkelberger won with three 
of his first 12 mounts in New 
York, each of the victories for 
Lake. He had off-the-board fin¬ 
ishes for trainers Gasper Mos- 
chera, Billy Turner, Leo O’Brien 
and Julio Cartagena.

She has about 30 horses stabled 
at the Middleburg Training 
Center. 

After the Maryland Jockey 
Club hired a Florida consulting 
firm in an effort to boost cus¬ 
tomer service, the company’s 
chief executive soon got a 
glimpse of the challenges at hand. 

Tom McQueen, president of 
CorVal, Inc., appeared before 
the Maryland Racing Com¬ 


mission at its January meeting, 
one that featured runaway ran¬ 
cor between the growingly divi¬ 
sive MJC management and 
horsemen. They differed over 
Virginia racing dates and 
whether to eliminate this year’s 
Pimlico Special because of purse 
underpayments, neither issue 
resolved at the meeting. Even 
the commission members them¬ 
selves got testy. 


The MJC contracted CorVal 
to improve morale and customer 
service at Pimlico and Laurel 
Park, track executive Karin De 
Francis said, because the tracks 
recognized improvement needs 
in certain areas. McQueen began 
working with senior manage¬ 
ment in January; his work with 
the balance of track employees 
will continue through March, 
after which MJC assistant public 
relations director Katie Poole 
will coordinate the effort. 

The MJC also was close to 
selecting a market research com¬ 
pany to learn more about track 
patrons and their views on cus¬ 
tomer service. 

Among other changes, the 
MJC hired Frank Carulli as 
handicapper, racing analyst and 
post-race interviewer. Carulli, 
39, had been racing analyst and 
publicity coordinator at Charles 
Town from 1997 before starting 
the Maryland job on January 30. 

In hiring Carulli, the MJC 
consolidated the morning-line 
and on-air handicapping duties 
that had belonged to Clem 
Florio and Gina Rosenthal. 

For the second straight win¬ 
ter, Laurel Park was hit by a 


strong northerly gust His name 
is Michael Wright Jr. 

The Canadian trainer, given 
to wintering in Maryland after 
Woodbine closes, won with 35 
percent of his Laurel runners 
from January 10 through Febru¬ 
ary 1. From 37 starters Wright 
drew 13 wins, six seconds and 
two thirds and went three-for- 
three on a single program. 

Even good jockeys have bad 
days. Ramon Dominguez, the 
nation’s top race-winning jockey 
last year, fell off the stumbling, 
well-favored Touch Love to start 
the $60,000 Jameela Stakes on 
February 2 at Laurel. A half- 
hour later, in the second half of 
the daily double, his mount 
Northern Alert veered in at the 
start and caused jockey Joe 
Rocco’s unseating. Northern 
Alert won the race but was dis¬ 
qualified to last for impeding 
Rocco’s mount Most Dan¬ 
gerous. 

Rocco felt better the next 
day, riding 70-1 shot Hunter B. 
to a Laurel Park victory for train¬ 
er Chris Grove, son of Maryland 
steward and former jockey Phil 
Grove. #

P hiladelphia Park has been 
named the site of the 2002 
national Claiming Crown, 
the six-race, $550,000 lineup to 
be held Saturday, August 31, as a 
precursor to the Pennsylvania 
Derby. 

The Claiming Crown is a 
product of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associa¬ 
tion and the national Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association. It’s been held since 
its inception in 1999 at Canter¬ 
bury Park in Minnesota and will 
return there in 2003. 

“We’re very pleased to be 
able to showcase the Claiming 
Crown,” said Jim Gagliano, track 
vice-president and general man¬ 
ager. “It’s a great reward for our 
horsemen, who we feel are 
among the nation’s best.” 


Scott Lake, leading trainer in 
the country by wins in 2001, 
promises to be a factor in the 
Claiming Crown. One of Lake’s 
three strings is based at Philly, 
and the last two years he won 
five races in the Claiming Crown 
finals. 

In 2000 he won three races at 
Canterbury (with Spit Polish, A 
Lot of Mary and B Flat Major) 
and in 2001 won two (with The 
Maccabee and French Teacher). 

Fox Hill Farm Inc’s Zonk, 
who captured the Delaware 
Oaks-G3 in 2001, shipped to 
Aqueduct from her Philadelphia 
Park base on January 12 and 
came away with a victory in the 
$100,000 Affectionately Handi- 
cap-G3. A daughter of Farma 
Way trained by John Servis, 
Zonk surged under C.C. Lopez 


for a one-length victory, cover¬ 
ing the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:42.58. It was her fifth win from 
13 career starts. 

“She came out of her last 
race [the Top Flight Handicap- 
G2 November 23 at Aqueduct] 
with a little splint problem, 
which is why she hadn’t run 
since the Top Flight,” said Servis. 
“We got it straightened out and 
got her back on track. I think 
we’ll keep her in this area. She’s 
always trained like a better horse 
than she has shown in the after¬ 
noons. She’s lighdy raced. She’s 
been pretty sound, other than 
the splint, so I think she can still 
improve.”

Penn National was the site of 
Zippy Chippy’s 92nd consecu¬ 
tive loss on January 31, the 11- 
year-old Compliance gelding fin¬ 
ishing last of seven in a maiden 
special weight sprint. Trained by 
Felix Monserrate, Zippy Chippy 
finished nearly 33 lengths behind 


the winner, Judge Me Ladies. 
The gelding was a surprising 7-2 
as wagering opened and ended 
up at 14-1, longest shot in the 
field. 

Veteran jockey Luis Bel¬ 
monte started 2002 by winning 
at least one race on each of the 
first 11 cards in January. As the 
month closed, Belmonte was 
firmly second in the jockey 
standings behind Cora. 


On February 4, Penn National 
Gaming Inc. reported record 
fourth-quarter revenues and 
net income, due largely to its 
slots operations at Charles Town 
and casinos in Canada and 
Louisiana.

"A couple of years ago, a 
friend asked me to go with her to 
the Middleburg Agricultural 


Research and Extension Center 
[MARE] yearling auction a few 
miles away,” recalled Devan, 


who has foxhunted for more 
than 20 years. "She wanted my 
advice on conformation.” By 
the end of the day, Linda had 
not only helped her friend select 
two yearlings, she had also 
agreed to board them at 
Butcher’s Run, her 35-acre farm 
in Philomont. 

Within just another week, 
Linda owned a share in each 
horse and, several months later, 
she owned them both in full. "I 
really wasn’t sure what I was 
going to do with two young 
Thoroughbreds,” Devan said. 
She contacted her friend Dot 
Smithwick, who advised her to 
have the horses broken at 
Butcher’s Run and gave her a 
few leads to find riders who 
would be willing to come out to 
the farm. 

"Before I knew it, I was in 
the training business,” Devan 
said. From the time the process 
had started, Linda would ride 
alongside the young horses, 
watching and learning. "After 
watching the youngsters go for 
several months, I gathered the 
courage to get on them myself 
and to continue their slow train¬ 
ing at the farm.” 

Her foxhunting experience 
had already given her an under¬ 
standing of the fundamentals of 
training; the challenge would be 
to adapt those training princi¬ 
ples to a race horse. 

"To tell the truth, I never 
really wanted to own a Thor¬ 
oughbred.

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people associated with racing, 
the more I became interested in 
the sport and wanted to give it a 
try,” she said.

Company’s Pleasure 
did not make his first start until 
last September, late in his 3-year- 
old season. And he was beaten 
by about a half-mile in that four 
and a half-furlong race. 

Devan was not discouraged. 
“I knew he was still a little green 
and that he needed to go far¬ 
ther,” she said. 


Company’s Pleasure went off 
at odds of 30-1 in his fourth 
start. Linda was full of hope, but 
for the first half-mile Company’s 
Pleasure looked more like 
Linda’s best hunting prospect in 
years than a race horse, as he 
cantered along two lengths 
behind the next-to-last horse. 
Then Company’s Pleasure took 
off, circling five-wide in the final 
turn of the seven-furlong race 
and closing relendessly to get up 
to the wire just in time. 

“I would say we are hooked, 
but not necessarily because of 
our first win,” Linda said. “Every 
time we have visited the backside 
at Charles Town, we have been 
warmly received. I am the type 
of person that likes to see how 
things work, and everyone here 
goes out of their way to help.” 
Linda and her husband now 
have four Thoroughbred mares 
and look forward to more good 
times in racing. #

Eastern Echo has lifetime 
progeny earnings in excess of 
$13.5 million from eight crops 
to race. He ranks sixth in Mary¬ 
land among 2-year-old sires by 
lifetime earnings with $2,164,004. 

An undefeated Grade 1 win¬ 
ner at 2, Eastern Echo is from 
the distinguished lines devel¬ 
oped by the late Paul Mellon. 
Out of Northern Dancer’s grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning daughter Wild 
Applause, Eastern Echo is a 
half-brother to graded winners 
and sires Roar and Blare of 


Trumpets. Roar captured the 
Jim Beam Stakes-G2 and Swale 
Stakes-G3, both Triple Crown 
preps, and placed in two addi¬ 
tional graded races, for earnings 
of $487,507. Blare of Trumpets 
was victorious sprinting, taking 
the Grade 3 Toboggan Handi¬ 
cap and finishing second in the 
Coaltown Breeders’ Cup Handi- 
cap-G3. He amassed $286,212. 

Wild Applause won the 
Diana Handicap-G2 and Come¬

Eastern Echo’s second dam 
is broodmare of the year Glow¬ 
ing Tribute (by Graustark), who 
produced eight stakes horses 
from 11 foals.

Others in the beaten fields 
included Canadian champion A 
Fleets Dancer, Grade 1 winner 
With Anticipation and multiple 
graded winner Early Warning. 

Additional highlights that 
season included victories in the 
R.R.M. Carpenter Jr. Memorial 
Stakes at Delaware Park by near¬ 
ly eight lengths; a four-length 
score in Meadowlands’ Alysheba 
Stakes; a second, by a head to 
Pleasant Breeze, in the Grade 2 
Meadowlands Cup Handicap 
while defeating Vision and 
Verse; and a third in the Eclipse 
Handicap-G3 at Woodbine. All 
the races were run at distances 
over a mile. 

Out of the winning Mr. Pros¬ 
pector mare Hidden Garden, 


Jazz Club is a three-quarter- 
brother to Garden Spot 
($136,270,2nd Unity Hall S) and 
to $189,666-earner Boulder 
Drive. Their second dam is the 
solid producer The Garden Club 
(by *Herbager), dam of multiple 
Grade 3 winner and sire Nostal¬ 
gia, stakes winner Blushing 
Cathy and Delaware Oaks-G2 
winner Up the Flagpole. 

Up the Flagpole has also 
been a stellar producer, being the 
dam or granddam of champion 
Flagbird, Alabama Stakes-Gl 
winner Runup the Colors, Ash¬ 
land Stakes-Gl winner Pros¬ 
pectors Delite, millionaire and 
multiple Grade 1 winner Tomi- 
sue’s Delight and additional 
graded/group stakes winners 
Top Account and Monashee

MAKING SENSE OF 
SIRE STATISTICS 


D ollars (US., Canadian, Aus¬ 
tralian, New Zealand and 
Hong Kong), pounds, 
francs, lire, yen, pesos, die euro 
and all other foreign currency— 
add them up and what do you 
get? An international statistical 
nightmare. 

The hodgepodge that results 
from the combination of race 
records and earnings from 
around the world can drastically 
alter one of the most important 
tools for breeders and stallion 
owners—leading sires lists. This 
has never been more evident in 
the Mid-Atlantic region than 
with the arrival of Housebuster. 

Housebuster truly has been 
an international sire. The two- 
time Eclipse Award-winning 
sprinter entered stud in Ken¬ 
tucky in 1992, but a sizeable 
number of his first foals com¬ 
peted abroad, primarily in Japan. 

By 1996, the son of Mt. 
Livermore was spending his late 
summers and autumns shuttling 
from Kentucky to New Zealand 
for double duty. And while his 
foals were producing solid num¬ 
bers in North America, his 
Japanese runners were turning 
heads. 

In 1998, Housebuster’s lead¬ 
ing earner was Midnight Bet, win¬ 
ner of two group stakes in Japan 
as well as the Hong Kong Inter¬ 
national Cup-G2. Also that year, 
Housebuster was represented in 
Japan by group-winning 2-year- 
old Reserve Your Heart. By 
year’s end, the handsome bay 
was on a plane to Japan and he 
wouldn’t return until repatriated 
by The Stallion Company to 
stand at Blue Ridge Farm in Up- 
perville, Va., for this season. 

Housebuster has sired 26 
stakes winners, eight of whom 
have won in countries other than 
the U.S., the most recent being 
Electronic Unicorn, winner of 
Hong Kong’s Stewards’ Cup-Gl 
on January 20, with a purse of 
$8,000,000 in Hong Kong dol¬ 


lars. This is where the numbers 
get tricky 

The Stewards’ Cup-Gl is 
worth $584,592 (in U.S. dollars) 
to the winner. However, most 
statistical databases for sires in 
this country do not include Hong 
Kong. So minus Electronic Uni¬ 
corn’s earnings, Housebuster 
drops from first in the region to 
sixth on the 2002 leading sires 
list (through February 15). For 
those connected with House¬ 
buster, this is a huge negative 
impact. 

The primary database used 
by Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred is 
that of Bloodstock Research In¬ 
formation Services (BRIS). 
Figures provided by BRIS 
include earnings from six coun¬ 
tries—England, France, Ger¬ 
many, Ireland, Italy and Japan— 
in addition to North America. 

The Jockey Club Informa¬ 
tion Systems equineline.com 
(which supplies figures for The 
Blood-Horse) provides stats from 
the above countries as well, but 
instead of Japan, United Arab 
Emirates’s figures are counted. 
Daily Racing Form calculates its 
own figures, primarily those gen¬ 
erated in North America, 
although they add in the Dubai 
World Cup. 

The Thoroughbred Times uses 
adjusted figures obtained from 
The Jockey Club Information 
Systems and includes various 
statistics from all the above 
countries, as well as Hong Kong. 

Further complicating the 
compilation are fluctuating for¬ 
eign currency exchange rates. 
When databases receive updated 
race records on different days, 
the value of the races will most 
likely be slightly different. For 
example, the value of the Eng¬ 
lish pound was 1.4085 U.S. dol¬ 
lars on January 28 and 1.4138 on 
February 7. If a horse earned a 
purse of £60,000, the value con¬ 
verted to US. dollars on January 
28 would be $84,510; on Febru¬ 
ary 7, $84,828. 


Which proves that all dollars 
don’t make sense. 

Missing from all the lists are 
New Zealand and Australian 
dollars as well as all South 
American earnings, thus shuttle 
stallions—who include Blue 
Ridge Farm’s Slavic, Walnford 
Stud’s Numerous (in New 
Jersey) and Housebuster—are 
not credited with earnings by 
runners in those countries. 

The point is further driven 
home when comparing the lead¬ 
ing sires of 2002. Whereas the 
Thoroughbred Times ranks House¬ 
buster first in the nation by total 
earnings, he’s at the bottom of 
The Blood-Horse’s top 100 list, and 
doesn’t make a blip on the screen 
at the Daily Racing Form. 

For North American stal¬ 
lions, which figures are the most 
important? Does a stallion with 
runners who earn $1 million in 
Japan or Hong Kong equate 
with a stallion whose runners 
earned $1 million while compet¬ 
ing in the U.S.? 

Industry statistical guru Bill 
Oppenheim has made a career 
working with figures designed to 
compare apples and oranges. His 
Annual Progeny Earnings Index 
(APEX) evaluates stallions based 
on their ability to sire runners 
who achieve three earnings levels 
—designated by A, B and C run¬ 
ners—during a particular racing 
year, while taking into account 
the location in which the runners 
competed. 

To grasp how earnings relate 
in different countries, Oppen¬ 
heim has determined that "A 
runners,” who are the top 2 per¬ 
cent of earners in a country in a 
year, must have earned a mini¬ 
mum of $113,050 in 2001 in the 
U.S. and Canada, compared to 
$60,626 in England and Ireland; 
$51,471 in France; $39,963 in 
Germany and a whopping 
$452,833 in Japan. 

Average-Earnings Indexes 
(AEI) are more broadly based, 
but also adjust earnings by the 
country where a stallion’s run¬ 
ners have competed. If the aver¬ 
age runner in the U.S. earned 
$15,000 during the year, and a 
stallion’s runners in the U.S. 
earned an average of $15,000 
that same year, the stallion’s aver¬ 
age earnings index would be 


Based on AEI figures from 
The Blood-Horse , of the top 10 
Mid-Atlantic sires in 2001— 
Allen’s Prospect, Not For Love, 
Numerous, Two Punch, Polish 
Numbers, Norquestor, Judge T C, 
Citidancer, Carnivalay and 
Housebuster—Not For Love led 
the list with a 1.99 AEI (his run¬ 
ners averaged nearly twice that 
of the average runner). Close 
behind was Citidancer, at 1.97. 
Leading sire Allen’s Prospect had 
an AEI of 1.45. 

While these indexes are valu¬ 
able tools, the world revolves 
around the almighty dollar. And, 
with or without earnings from 
certain countries, a record 26 
stallions now standing in the 
Mid-Atlantic region had progeny 
earnings topping $1 million in 
2001. 

Maryland sire Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect, who led all stallions in the 
region and was ranked 12th 
nationally by earnings with 
$4,932,110 (based on BRIS fig¬ 
ures), was also the nation’s lead¬ 
ing sire by number of winners 
for the fourth consecutive year, 
with a personal best 132. 

Numerous and Judge T C, 
recent arrivals in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania respectively, imme¬ 
diately jumped to the forefront 
of their states’s lists. 

Numerous topped both his 
state’s general ($3,412,730) and 
juvenile sires lists, as did Judge 
T C ($2,369,980), who has only 
two crops to race. Judge T C was 
also the nation’s second-leading 
U.S.-based sire by number of 
juvenile winners in 2001, with 26. 

My Boy Adam, the only West 
Virginia stallion to top the $1 
million mark, did so again for 
the third year in a row with 
$1,250,060. 

Goldlust’s recent move to 
North Carolina vaulted him to 
number one in that state. 

And Housebuster, with his 
many dollars unaccounted for, 
was Virginia’s leading general 
sire with $2,288,560, as well as 
the state’s leading 2-year-old sire. 
His top earner in countries not 
including Hong Kong was U.S.- 
based Governor’s Pride, winner 
of five stakes and $214,370 in 
nine starts while competing at 
Charles Town, Mountaineer, 
Pimlico, Meadowlands and Dela¬ 
ware Park. Talk about a small 
world. #

IT’S OFFICIAL—SIGNOIR 
VALERY’S FIRST WINNER 


S ignoir Valery, who stands at 
Deer Run Farm in West 
Chester, Pa., was credited 
with his first winner when 
Signoir Tiffany, a 3-year-old colt 
out of Crumbs for Tiffany, by 
Elocutionist, vied for the lead in 
a one-mile maiden race at Penn 
National on January 25 before 
asserting himself to win by two 
lengths. The longest shot on the 


board, the colt returned $78.20 
to his backers. Signoir Tiffany 
was bred in Pennsylvania by his 
owner Dave Anderson and is 
trained by Bruce Kravets. 

Signoir Tiffany is one of two 
registered foals in his sire’s sec¬ 
ond crop. Signoir Valery has 
three foals in his first crop, 
including Santita Rosita, who 
broke her maiden going a mile 


and 70 yards on November 11 at 
Philadelphia Park, but was later 
disqualified. 

A son of Grade 1-winning 
sprinter Mining, 12-year-old Sig¬ 
noir Valery entered stud after a 
career in which he won 10 races, 
placed in 16 others and earned 
$143,178 from 38 starts. At 3, he 
finished second in Calder’s Carry 
Back Handicap and was third in 
Monmouth’s Long Branch 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes. 

Signoir Valery is one of two 
stakes horses out of One Fine 
Day, a winning daughter of 
Quadratic and Coaching Club 
American Oaks winner Missile 
Belle. The mare also produced 
Clever Day, a stakes winner in 
France who earned $170,407. 

Missile Belle, a $213,968- 
earner who won or placed in 


seven stakes, is also the dam of 
stakes winner Bravest Miss, her¬ 
self the dam of added-money 
winners Set to Fly and Hero’s 
Hurrah and granddam of Rag- 
hib and Polish Missile. Missile 
Belle’s other eight winners (from 
11 foals) include Roman Missile, 
second in the Roseben Handi¬ 
cap-G2 and a sire in Argentina, 
stakes-placed Superb Missile, 
plus Vixenly, the dam of stakes 
winner Marfa Missile. 

Missile Belle is a half-sister to 
L’Heureux ($233,705, Argonaut 
H-G2, Lawrence Realization S- 
G2, etc.) and graded stakes- 
placed Queen of the River. 

Signoir Valery stands for 
$2,000 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses. 


BIG NUMBERS FOR NEW 
WEST VIRGINIA STALLION 
EXPLOSIVE RED 


F ormer Adena Springs Cana¬ 
da sire Explosive Red has 
been moved to Beau Ridge 
Farm in Bunker Hill, WVa., for 
the 2002 season. A Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and top juvenile sire, the 12- 
year-old stallion stands as the 
property of a partnership for 
$750 live foal. 

Explosive Red is one of the 
most accomplished stallions ever 
to stand in the Mountain State. 
The son of Explodent won or 
placed in 18 of his 26 starts over 
four seasons for earnings of 
$864,931. His best season came 
at 3 when he captured the Holly¬ 
wood Derby-Gl at a mile and an 
eighth on the turf, defeating a 
field that included Cigar. He also 
won that year’s American Derby- 
G2 at a mile and three-six¬ 
teenths, the Grade 3 Forerunner 
Stakes at a mile and an eighth, 
and placed in four stakes, includ¬ 


ing the Secretariat Stakes-Gl 
and Hollywood Turf Cup 
Handicap-Gl. 

The striking chestnut had 
proven his durability at 2 and 3, 
having made 23 starts over those 
two seasons. Explosive Red was 
a stakes winner at 2, taking the 
mile and a sixteenth Cup and 
Saucer Stakes by three and a half 
lengths. He broke his maiden 
sprinting, romping home by nine 
lengths going seven furlongs at 
Woodbine. 

Explosive Red is out of 
Canadian broodmare of the year 
Amelia Bearhart, a daughter of 
Bold Hour who has produced 
five stakes horses, including two- 
time Canadian horse of the year 
Chief Bearhart. 

An earner of $3,219,017, 
Chief Bearhart was Canada’s 
champion turf horse three times, 
champion older horse and 



earned an Eclipse Award for turf 
horse the year he captured the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl. 

Amelia Bearhart’s stakes- 
winning daughter Ruby Ransom 
has produced two graded stakes 
winners—Strut the Stage, win¬ 
ner of the Toronto Cup Handi- 
cap-G3 in 2001, and Sacred 
Song, victress of the Group 3 
Lancashire Oaks and Princess 
Royal Stakes. 

Stakes horses Memorized, a 
$292,180-earner and sire, and 
Sundown Serenade are also out 
of Amelia Bearhart. 

Explosive Red’s third dam is 
the legendary Gold Digger, the 


stakes-winning dam of the 
matchless Mr. Prospector. 

The third-leading freshman 
sire in the nation in 1999, 
Explosive Red sired the earners 
of $559,171, and his 11 winners 
that season included three in 
stakes company—Puerto Rican 
Grade 1 winner La Mis tic a, 
Natalma Stakes-G3 winner 
Mema’s Turning Red, as well as 
T. N. T. Red. 

From three crops to race, 
Explosive Red has total progeny 
earnings of nearly $3 million, 72 
winners and five stakes horses. 
His progeny earned $1,320,324 
in 2001.

S pectaculardynasty, who from 
very limited opportunity at 
stud has sired multiple 
stakes winner T. B. Track Star, 
has been moved to Graeme 
Beaton's Blue House Farm in 
Hustontown, Pa., for 2002. He 
previously stood at Highcliff 
Farm in New York. The 16.2- 
hand gray son of Spectacular 
Bid is offered for private con¬ 
tract as the property of Beaton. 

With eight named foals from 
four crops, Spectaculardynasty 
has sired four winners from five 
starters and has progeny earn¬ 
ings of $545,061 (for average 
earnings per starter of $109,012). 
The 14-year-old stallion's most 
accomplished runner is T. B. 
Track Star, winner of the 
$300,000 Lone Star Derby in 
1999, the Ark-La-Tex Handicap 
and Bob Johnson Memorial 
Stakes in 2000, and placings in 
four stakes through age 5 with 
earnings of $458,280. 


Spectaculardynasty is also 
represented by the allowance¬ 
winning filly Ragtime Tune. 

Winner of a six and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight at 
Churchill Downs on Kentucky 
Derby day 1990, Spectaculardy¬ 
nasty also placed once in his four 
starts and earned $16,489.

STAR TRACE—ONE FOR

S tar Trace's foal from a test 
breeding in 1997 has 
become his first winner. 
Virginia-bred Star Lily rallied to 
a four and a quarter-length score 
in a seven-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at Charles Town on 
January 25. The 4-year-old filly 
out of Imgladikissedya, by I'm 
Glad (Arg), is owned and trained 
by her breeder Suzanne Demp¬ 
sey. 

Dempsey is the farm manag¬ 
er at R. Larry Johnson's Legacy 
Farm in Bluemont, Va., home to 
Star Trace. A 10-year-old gray 
son of Star de Naskra, Star Trace 
was bred and campaigned by 
Johnson and rewarded his breed¬ 


er with seven victories, including 
the Sir Barton Stakes, four sec¬ 
onds, all in stakes, and eight 
thirds (three stakes, including the 
Grade 3 Laurel Dash) for career 
earnings of $201,764. 

Although he raced until age 7 
(he came within one-fifth of 
Laurel Park's five and a half-fur¬ 
long track record during his final 
year of competition), Star Trace 
was test bred while at the farm 
during his 5-year-old season, and 
covered a mare the following 
year as well. 

Star Trace missed the 1999 
breeding season due to injury. 
He has two registered foals of 
racing age.

I Dale Capuano ascended to 
the throne of Maryland’s leading 
trainers, toppling perennial leader 
King T. Leatherbury with 111 
victories at state tracks in 1991. 

Capuano, 29, recalled his 
early days after he took out his 
trainer’s license at 18 to assist his 
father Phil. “.. . when we started 
it was rough. I had horses for my 
father and maybe one client. . . 
For a long time I didn’t have any 
horses good enough to run at 
Bowie, when the bottom claim¬ 
ing price was $3,000.” 

Business took a huge up¬ 
swing after Capuano developed 
stakes winners Along Came 
Jones, Goose Bumps and his 
family’s homebred Silano, a 
modestly bred gelding who 
earned nearly $700,000. 

Asked to single out one thing 
that he believed made him a suc¬ 
cess in the business, the young 
trainer said it would be his atti¬ 
tude. “I don’t like to make too 
many mistakes. When a race is 
over, you can’t bring it back. I try 
to eliminate excuses before a race. 

“I try to be realistic. I’d rather 
have no horse than a bad horse. 
And I’m always thinking about 
the next horse, thinking the next 
one will be even better. If you’re 
satisfied with what you have, 
you’ll never improve.”

Brook Farm in Middleburg, 
Md., on January 13, killing nine 
horses trained by Joanna Weber- 
Sichette. 

It was the second time in the 
farm’s history that the barn was 
destroyed; it burned to the 
ground after being struck by 
lightning in 1892. 

Editor’s note: Bowling Brook was 
the famed establishment of R. Wynd- 
ham Walden and his family from the 
late 1870s to 1950s. Counted among 
the top runners who trained at the 
farm were seven Preakness winners. 


I Noted Pennsylvania horse¬ 
woman Averell (Avie) Walker 
died on January 22 following a 
long illness. She was 68. 

Involved in a racing spill that 
left her paralyzed from the waist 
down in 1961, Mrs. Walker 


remained active as a breeder and 
owner, sending out such notable 
stakes winners as Rock Talk, 
Forum and English champion 
sprinter Swing Easy from her 
Rolling Plains Farm in Unionville. 


50 YEARS AGO 


I The life of Humphrey S. Fin¬ 
ney was never dull. The Maryland 
Horse editor and Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association field secre¬ 
tary crisscrossed the country 
from mid-January to mid-Febru¬ 
ary, flying out to Hollywood Park 
to inspect sales horses before 
heading back to Maryland to 
attend meetings, such as the one 
regarding the sale of Bowie Race 
Course to the group headed by 
Larry MacPhail, and the resolu¬ 
tion to return steeplechasing to 
the State Fair during Timonium’s 
annual meeting. 

Many farm trips were on the 
itinerary, including 

“February 2. Drove down to 
Southern Maryland this morning 
to join Mr. Woodward, his 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Tom Bancroft, and Captain 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who trains 
Mr. Woodward’s English stable, 
for lunch and an inspection of 
the Belair yearlings. 


“This is a fine group. The first 
foals by the great racehorse Black 
Tarquin are most impressive.” 

I A life-sized bronze statue of 
Billy Barton, the famed steeple¬ 
chaser who gave Maryland a 
“never-to-be-forgotten thrill” in 
the 1928 English Grand National 
at Aintree, was to be unveiled at 
Laurel Race Course in March, 
near the clubhouse and grand¬ 
stand entrances. 

The statue was created at the 
suggestion of Mrs. Marjorie 
Bond, wife of top trainer J. 
Bowes Bond, following Billy 
Barton’s death at age 33. Owned 
by Howard Bruce, Billy Barton 
won many of the region’s top 
timber races, and earned fame in 
the Grand National, in which he 
led to the final fence before 
unseating his rider. Billy Barton 
was remounted and finished sec¬ 
ond in a race where only two of 
the 42 starters completed the 
course. 


25 YEARS AGO 


I Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md., announced 
the addition of Polish Numbers 
to its roster. 

Shares were available for 
$17,500, with special provisions. 
Syndicate members would be 
allowed to pay $3,500 on Septem¬ 
ber 1 for five years, explained 
Northview partner Richard 
Golden. “It will be similar to 
paying a stud fee, only after five 
years the buyer will own a share 
in the horse.” 

I George Strawbridge’s home¬ 
bred Selkirk received top rank¬ 
ing on the International Handi¬ 
cap for European-raced horses 
of 1991. 

The Pennsylvania-bred chest¬ 
nut was weighted at 128 pounds 
in the 3-year-old (7 to 9 furlong) 
division after winning the 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes-Gl at 
Ascot. 

I Fire destroyed the historic 
octagonal barn at Bowling 


I Maryland racing came to an 
abrupt halt on March 12 when 
550 race track employees voted 
to strike, forcing the cancellation 
of the $100,000 Campbell 
Handicap, scheduled to be run at 
Bowie one week later. 

I “Despite a minimal outlay of 
money” John and Jeanne Begg, 
relative newcomers to the Thor¬ 
oughbred business, were cam¬ 
paigning two stakes winners, 
Amerrico and Runette, thanks to 
the salesmanship of the Beggs’ 
neighbors, brothers Fendall and 
Hal Clagett A number of the 
Beggs’ horses were owned in 
partnership with one or the other 
of the Clagetts. 

In less than five years, the 
Beggs had risen to prominence 


in the sport, but perhaps more 
fascinating was their story before 
they moved to the southern 
Maryland farm known as Roe- 
down in 1945, which became the 
base of their Thoroughbred 
holdings. 

John Begg was a pioneer in 
the motion picture industry and 
earned an Oscar for his part in 
the production of a documen¬ 
tary, The True Glory, made during 
World War II for the State 
Department. 

Jeanne Begg, a native of Hol¬ 
land whose mother was a direct 
descendant of that country’s first 
king, was educated in schools 
around the world and spoke five 
languages. For her efforts in the 
Office of Strategic Services in 
the Netherlands during World War 


II, she was knighted by Queen 
Wilhelmina with the Orange- 
Nassau citation. Earlier in her 
career, Jeanne Begg had been a 
columnist for the New York 
Daily News and a press photog¬ 
rapher. Her work also included a 
stint with the Red Cross. 

I The majority of Bobby Brax¬ 
ton’s 54 years were spent around 
horses—from his time as a 
sharecropper working mules on 
a farm as a child, to being an 
exercise boy and groom for var¬ 
ious Virginia hunt and show ring 
stables. But it wasn’t until Robert 
Harpe purchased a 2-year-old at 
the Timonium sale that Braxton, 
a trainer and track security 
guard, found himself in the win¬ 
ner’s circle with a stakes winner. 

Knighdy Marvin’s score in 
Bowie’s WR Burch Stakes was 
“just about the best thing that’s 
ever happened in my life,” said 
Braxton.

IV1 ary lander Robert E. 
Meyerhoff has won a lot of big 
races, including the Breeders' 
Cup Classic-Gl, but his home 
state's premier events, includ¬ 
ing those holiest of holies, the 
(Grade Is) Preakness and 


Pimlico Special, had eluded 
him until last spring. 

Then along came Include. 

Meyerhoff's homebred In¬ 
clude could not have been 
more impressive in winning 
the 2001 Pimlico Special over 
highly regarded foe Albert the 
Great. 

And that was far from the 
only 2001 highlight for the 
Grover G. (Bud) Delp-trained 


colt, who went undefeated in 
his first five starts last season, 
all stakes. Include wove his 
way through two stakes at 
Fair Grounds, the Whirlaway 
Handicap (February 11) and 
Grade 2 New Orleans Handi¬ 
cap (March 4), then captured 
Pimlico's Jennings Handicap 
on Maryland Spring Chal¬ 
lenge Day (April 21) as a lead- 
in to the Special. From there it 
was on to Suffolk Downs and 
the Grade 2 Massachusetts 
Handicap, which he won in a 
romp over Sir Bear. 

Although that would be 
his final victory of 2001, In¬ 
clude continued to acquit 
himself well in top company, 
finishing third in both the July 
1 Suburban Handicap-G2 and 
September 28 Meadowlands 
Cup-G2 (beaten a half-length 
by the winner, Gander). His 
only serious defeat came in 
the (October 27) Breeders' 
Cup Classic-Gl, in which he 
was seventh. But he remained 
unquashed by that experi¬ 
ence, and returned on No¬ 
vember 23 in Churchill 
Downs's Clark Handicap-G2, 
finishing a close second to 
Ubiquity. 

From nine 2001 starts, In¬ 
clude compiled five wins, one 
second, two thirds and 
$1,435,400 in earnings. His ca¬ 
reer earnings are $1,532,560. 

Include, unanimously vot¬ 
ed 2001 Maryland-bred horse

champion, is the fourth home¬ 
bred Meyerhoff has cam¬ 
paigned to horse of the year 
honors. He follows in the 
hoofprints of his sire Broad 
Brush, Maryland-bred horse 
of the year in 1986 and '87, 
Valley Crossing (1993) and 
Concern (also by Broad Brush) 
in 1994. 

Since 1986, Meyerhoff has 
raced a grand total of nine 
Maryland-bred champions, all 
bred by him. 


Meyerhoff bred Include 
from the graded stakes-win- 
ning mare Illeria (Stop the 
Music—Baldski's Holiday, by 
Baldski), whom he purchased 
for $350,000, in foal to Af¬ 
firmed, at the 1994 Keeneland 
November sale. From her first 
mating with Broad Brush, Ille¬ 
ria produced for Meyerhoff 
the 1998 Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old filly champion Magic 
Broad ($216,120, Selima S-G3, 
Maryland Juvenile Filly Cham¬ 
pionship S, etc.). *»- 


Md., where she keeps a few 
broodmares, one of whom is 
Magic Weisner's dam Jazema. 

Alberts became acquainted 
with Jazema when the mare 
was in Simpson's barn, and 
saw in her talent far exceeding 
her race record—of 30 wins or 
placings in 68 starts, and earn¬ 
ings of $89,199. When Jaze- 
ma's racing career was over, 
Simpson arranged to sell her 
to Alberts for a modest price. 

Jazema has rewarded Al¬ 
berts with two stakes per¬ 
formers from her first two 


foals, both sired by the young 
stallion Ameri Valay, who 
stands at Shamrock Farms in 
Woodbine, Md. Her first foal 
was Deliver Hope, who fin¬ 
ished third in the 2001 Mary¬ 
land Million Sweepstakes. 

Magic Weisner is the first 
stakes winner for Ameri 
Valay, himself a hard-knock¬ 
ing veteran of the Maryland 
stakes circuit. Ameri Valay 
won or placed in 24 stakes, 
earning $742,779, and was 
champion Maryland-bred 3- 
year-old male in 1992. **

Nancy Alberts believed 
magic was at work when one 
of her young foals nearly died 
from a joint infection, then re¬ 
covered enough for her to en¬ 
vision making him into a race 
horse. She expressed her grati¬ 
tude by naming the foal after 
the veterinarian who cared for 
him, Dr. Allen Wisner of Glen 
Rock, Pa. 

And last year Magic Weis¬ 
ner (the extra "e" in his name 
is a clerical error) ran like a 
horse possessed of something 
beyond the ordinary. 

In his first outing at a dis¬ 
tance beyond a mile, in Octo¬ 
ber, "Magic" romped to a 
frontrunning, eight and a half¬ 


length maiden-breaking victo¬ 
ry, and after that there was no 
looking back. His season cul¬ 
minated in a $26.20 upset in 
the $100,000 Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Championship Stakes on 
December 31 at Laurel Park. 

Owned and trained—as 
well as bred—by Alberts, 
Magic Weisner finished first 
or second in four of his six ju¬ 
venile starts, earning $97,110. 
His victory in the richest race 
for Maryland-bred 2-year-olds 
was the high point in a three 
decades-long career for Alberts, 
who had a banner season in 
2001 with two homebred stakes 
winners, the other being 
Clark's Clone, hero of the Tak¬ 
ing Risks Stakes at Timonium. 

Alberts was for many years 
an exercise rider for now-re- 
tired trainer J.P. Simpson. She 
leases a farm in Clarksville,

Touch Love's 2-year-old 
season was shaped like a small, 
rounded gem, made up of 
three starts and three wins, each 
more impressive than the last. 


Exceeding expectations at 
every turn—her lowest post¬ 
time odds were 3.9-1—the 
diminutive bay filly broke her 
maiden on May 7 at Delaware 
Park, scoring by a head in a 
determined effort. She made a 
big step up to stakes company 
in her next appearance, the 
Astoria Stakes at Belmont 
Park on July 1, and got the job 










done in impressive style, bat¬ 
tling New York stakes winner 
Smok'n Frolic through the 
stretch to triumph by three- 
quarters of length and reward 
her backers with an $18.20 
mutuel payoff. 

If any doubts remained 
about Touch Love's quality, 
they fell by the wayside on 
opening day of the Saratoga 
meet (July 25) when she 
charged through on the rail 
and led her rivals home by 
four and three-quarter lengths 
in the Schuylerville Stakes-G2. 

Owners Robert (Willie) 
White and Lou Rehak, who 
campaign Touch Love in the 
name of Skeedattle Stable, 
were looking forward to run¬ 
ning her next in Saratoga's 
Grade 1 Spinaway on August 
31, followed by the Maryland 
Million Lassie. Unfortunately, 
those plans went awry when 
Touch Love was sidelined by 
sore shins. 

But the owners could take 
consolation in her earnings—a 
whopping $148,560 for the fil¬ 


ly who cost them $17,000 at 
the 2000 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

Trainer Tony Dutrow gets a 
large share of the credit for the 
champion, who has been un¬ 
der his tutelage all along. 

Touch Love, who earned 
her championship title by 
unanimous vote, is the second 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly 
champion that White and Re¬ 
hak have campaigned during 
the past three seasons; Gin 
Talking, owned by White, Re¬ 
hak and a third partner, 
Robert Orndorff, took similar 
honors in 1999, and in 2000 
was named 3-year-old filly 
champion and horse of the 
year. 

Touch Love was bred by 
longtime Maryland breeder/ 
owners Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes at their Thornmar 
farm in Chestertown. The 
McGinneses bought her dam 
Smartenof (by Smarten) for 
$11,500 at the 1994 Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Midlantic February Mixed 
sale. ** 


tent 3-year-old colt Saratoga 
Games. 

Saratoga Games, purchased 
by Dutrow for $22,000 at the 
1999 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, fin¬ 
ished first or second in nine of 
his ten starts last season, earn¬ 
ing $330,940. He won on the 
turf and over muddy tracks, at 
distances from seven furlongs 
to a mile and an eighth, and 
was a near-unanimous choice 
for champion in his division, 
with seven out of eight voters 
placing him number one. 

Dutrow met Saratoga 
Games in the winner's circle 
five times in 2001; those victo¬ 
ries, three of which were stakes, 
were captured by a combined 
margin of 23¥z lengths. Saratoga 
Games annexed the (May 28) 
Honor Guard and (June 23) 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes at 
Pimlico during a three-race 
winning streak, and made his 
season's grand finale in the 
Northern Dancer Stakes at 
Laurel Park on November 24, 
scoring by eight lengths as 
overwhelming favorite. 

Bolstering Saratoga Games's 
resume in 2001 were seconds 
in two rich out-of-state stakes: 
the $500,000 West Virginia 
Derby at Mountaineer Park on 


August 11 and the $314,000 In¬ 
diana Derby on October 6 at 
Hoosier Park. 

Saratoga Games campaigns 
for the highly successful Sara¬ 
toga Friends Stable, which is 
composed of longtime Mary¬ 
land owners Alvin and Mari¬ 
on Akman, Howard and Son- 
dra Bender, and Herb and 
Arlene Kushner, in addition to 
Dutrow. Saratoga Friends has 
had about a dozen starters 
over the past few years, and 
half of them have won or 
placed in stakes, with Saratoga 
Games being their best to date. 

Saratoga Games was bred 
by Redmond C.S. Finney, re¬ 
tired headmaster of Gilman 
School, in partnership with 
Francis X. Poggi. The champi¬ 
on is the third foal and first 
stakes performer from his 
dam Boldest Blade (by High¬ 
land Blade), who is a winning 
half-sister to stakes winner 
Game Quoit and stakes-placed 
runners Merry Prankster and 
Cloistered Cutie. 

Saratoga Games is the 
fourth Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion sired by Carnivalay. Oth¬ 
ers are Carnirainbow, Ameri 
Valay and Valay Maid, the lat¬ 
ter two having taken honors 
as 3-year-olds. **

out among a bevy of talent in 
last year's Maryland-bred 3- 
year-old filly division, a fact 
that was reflected in the bal¬ 
loting. The eight media repre¬ 
sentatives who made the se¬ 
lections placed nine different 
fillies among their top choices, 
and spread their first-place 
votes among six candidates. 

Sparkling Number took the 
championship title by a one- 
point margin (over two-time 
stakes winner Urban Dancer). 


A picture of consistency 
throughout her 3-year-old 
campaign encompassing 10 
starts between March and Oc¬ 
tober, Sparkling Number was 
never off the board in her five 
outings in stakes company. 

She won two stakes at 
Monmouth: the Ocean Hotel 
(June 24) and Candy Eclair 
(August 11). Her stakes plac- 
ings consisted of seconds in 
Delaware Park's Polly Jet 
Handicap and Meadowlands's 
Egret Stakes, and a third in the 
Anderson Fowler Stakes at 
Monmouth. 

From a total of three wins, 
five seconds and a third. 
Sparkling Number bankrolled 
$118,010 last season. 
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Sparkling Number has 
made her career for owner 
Richard Golden and New 
York-based trainer Linda Rice, 
who teamed up to take the 
1998 Maryland-bred horse of 
the year title (plus 3-year-old 
filly and turf honors) with 
Grade 1 winner Tenski. 

Like Tenski, Sparkling 
Number is a daughter of Pol¬ 
ish Numbers, a top Maryland 
sire who stands at Northview 
Stallion Station, of which 
Golden is managing partner. 

While not a homebred, 
Sparkling Number is in a 
sense a homegrown commod¬ 
ity, since she was bred by 
David Wade, longtime man¬ 
ager of Golden's Sycamore 
Hall Farm in Chesapeake City, 


Md. Rice signed the ticket on 
her for $57,000 at the 1999 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale. 

Sparkling Number is one 
of three stakes horses Wade 
has bred from the mare Sunny 
Sparkler (by Sunny Clime), 
whom he purchased for 
$5,500 at the 1992 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky January sale. The first 
was Smart Sunny ($296,856, 
Mister Diz S, Newark S, etc.), 
a 1993 Smarten colt bred in 
partnership with Golden. The 
mare has also produced Cana- 
vakiss, a 1997 daughter of Ra- 
keen who finished third in the 
2001 Maryland Million Ladies 
for Wade and trainer Graham 
Motion.

If an award were given for 
the most emotionally-charged 
major stakes win by a Mary¬ 
land-bred in 2001, Shine 
Again would likely win it in a 
landslide. 

The Grade 1 Ballerina Hand¬ 
icap on August 26 at Saratoga 
gave two of racing's most ven¬ 
erable players—owner/breed¬ 
er Allaire duPont and Hall of 
Fame trainer Allen Jerkens— 
the opportunity to shine again 
in the national arena. 

A widely dismissed long- 
shot in the Ballerina, which 
featured the likes of Bill Mott- 
trained multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Dream Supreme (the 1-2 
favorite) and 2000 Breeders' 
Cup Distaff-Gl winner Spain, 
Shine Again demonstrated 
how Jerkens long ago earned 
his nickname "Giant Killer." 
After moving to the fore at the 
head of the stretch. Shine 
Again allowed nothing to 
come between herself and the 
wire; she scored by a half- 
length over hard-charging 
Country Hideaway, with 
Dream Supreme finishing 
third. 

And that was far from 
Shine Again's only moment of 
glory last season. She won 


two other stakes: Belmont 
Park's Grade 2 First Flight on 
October 26 (again defeating 
Dream Supreme) and the 
Geisha Handicap on Mary¬ 
land Spring Challenge Day 
(April 21) at Pimlico. Round¬ 
ing out her season were plac- 
ings in three graded stakes: 
Shine Again finished second 
in the Noble Damsel Handi- 
cap-G3 (September 22 at Bel¬ 
mont), and third in both the 
Genuine Risk Handicap-G2 
(May 12, Belmont) and Molly 
Pitcher Breeders' Cup Handi- 
cap-G2 (June 30, Monmouth). 

From 10 starts last season, 
she had five wins, one second, 
three thirds and earnings of 
$469,750. 

Shine Again (by Wild 
Again) is a fourth-generation 
homebred for Mrs. duPont, 
who since the 1950s has oper¬ 
ated one of Maryland's pre¬ 
mier Thoroughbred establish¬ 
ments, Woodstock Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

Shine Again's dam Shiner 
(by Two Punch—Mari Her, by 
Maribeau) produced two run¬ 
ners who appear on the list of 
top ten Maryland-bred money 
winners of 2001. In addition to 
Shine Again, who ranked sec¬ 
ond behind Include, Shiner's 
daughter Shiny Band was 
eighth. The Dixieland Band fil¬ 
ly earned $189,470 and placed 
third in the Honey Bee Handi- 
cap-G3 last year at age 3. **

One Eyed Joker compet¬ 
ed exclusively on the turf last 
season, going strong from Jan¬ 
uary through December, and 
winning at four different race 
tracks at distances ranging 
from seven and a half furlongs 
to a mile and an eighth. 


Saving the best for last, he 
captured two $100,000 stakes 
in his final two outings of the 
season—Meadowlands's Rush¬ 
ing Man Stakes on November 
3, and the Pete Axthelm Stakes 
on December 22 at Calder. His 
other two victories were Mon¬ 
mouth's Choice Stakes on Au¬ 
gust 26, and a $35,000 allow¬ 
ance contest on January 15 at 
Gulfstream Park. 

Two additional stakes plac- 
ings, namely seconds in the 
Grade 3 Palm Beach Stakes 
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(February 19, Gulfstream Park) 
and Restoration Stakes (Au¬ 
gust 5, Monmouth), helped to 
boost his season's earnings to 
$240,750 from 13 starts. His 
career earnings are $303,940. 

One Eyed Joker, who cam¬ 
paigns for owners David 
Hulkewicz and Mike Rainier 
and trainer William Perry, was 
bred by Victor and Valerie 
Stevens of Chambersburg, Pa. 

Although they have been 
awed, from afar, by the ex¬ 
ploits of One Eyed Joker, whom 
they sold as a weanling for 
$47,000 at the 1998 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December Mixed 
sale, the Stevenses will always 
consider his dam Buffels to be 
the one near and dear to their 
hearts. 

The Stevenses bred Buffels 
(by Vaal Reef) and raced her 


until July of her 3-year-old 
season, in 1992, when she was 
claimed from them for $12,000. 

Campaigning for Baird 
Brittingham and Dan Lufkin's 
Lakeville Stables, Buffels went 
on to be a three-time stakes 
winner and multiple graded 
stakes-placed earner of 
$385,173. But the Stevenses 
maintained close contact with 
her throughout her racing ca¬ 
reer, and when her running 
days were over they bought 
her back and added her to 
their small broodmare band. 

A half-sister to stakes-placed 
Speedquestor ($239,905), Syl¬ 
vester Questor ($160,934) and 
Kitwe ($159,751), Buffels pro¬ 
duced One Eyed Joker as her 
second foal. *+

Dead of winter 1998. 
Horses of all descriptions sold 
at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic's 
Winter Mixed Sale. And Mal¬ 
colm Commer trolled the Tim- 
onium stable area for a pros¬ 
pect. A steeplechase prospect. 

Commer found one in a 
lanky, just-turned yearling. 
The dark bay had a noble 
head, a decent pedigree (by 
Commer's standards) and a 
small price tag. Commer spent 
$4,000, and watched his pur¬ 
chase grow up to be Tres 
Touche—budding steeple¬ 
chase star and the 2001 Mary¬ 
land-bred steeplechase cham¬ 
pion. 

"I was looking at him as a 
jumping prospect, but he had 
some potential to run on the 
flat according to his pedi¬ 
gree," said Commer after Tres 
Touche broke his hurdle 
maiden in 2000. 

A year later, no one cares 
about Tres Touche's flat ability. 

Trained by Ricky Hendriks 
for the Contrarian Stables syn¬ 
dicate headed by University 
of Maryland economist Com¬ 
mer, Tres Touche won three of 
seven starts in the U.S. and 


placed fourth on the National 
Steeplechase Association earn¬ 
ings list with $130,509. The 4- 
year-old capped the season 
with a third-place effort over 
hurdles in England. For his 
two-season career, Tres 
Touche boasts four wins from 
11 starts over fences and more 
than $155,000 in earnings. 

The horse opened 2001 
with a $50,000 stakes win at 
Atlanta in April, and then lost 
by a nose to Eclipse Award fi¬ 
nalist Praise the Prince (NZ) in 
the $100,000 Hard Scuffle (first 
leg of the Steeplechase Triple 
Crown) at Churchill Downs.

Tres Touche was bred by 
the late John A. Manfuso, a 
longtime Maryland owner/ 
breeder and one-time leader 
of the local Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protective As¬ 
sociation.

longs, and not incidentally be¬ 
came one of the most popular 
runners to compete in Mary¬ 
land in recent years. 

Best remembered for his 
performance in winning Pim¬ 
lico's Maryland Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G3 before the Preak- 
ness day crowd, Disco Rico 
geared up with two early-sea- 
son stakes wins at Laurel 
Park: the February 3 Hoover 
Stakes (earning a whopping 
115 Beyer speed figure) and 
March 17 Endless Surprise 
Stakes (by five and a half 


















lengths over archrivals In C Cs 
Honor and Dr. Max). He was 
undefeated in two starts dur¬ 
ing the Pimlico spring meet¬ 
ing when he also annexed the 
April 7 Fire Plug Stakes. And 
his three-race fall campaign 
concluded with a tour de force 
in Laurel's Lite the Fuse 
Stakes, which was to be his fi¬ 
nal start. He suffered a condy¬ 
lar fracture of a cannon bone 
in that race and was retired to 
stand at stud in 2002 at Mur¬ 
mur Farm in Darlington, Md. 

Disco Rico has career earn¬ 
ings of $532,244, including 
$349,644 earned last season in 
nine starts, five wins, a second 
(in the Paterson Handicap on 
September 7 at Meadowlands) 
and a third (in Laurel's seven- 
furlong General George Hand- 
icap-G2, behind Peeping Tom 
and Delaware Township). 
Owned by Alfred DiRico of 
Quincy, Mass., he was a 
"breakout" horse for his train¬ 
er Valora A. (Lori) Testerman, 
who was honored by the Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men's Association (MTHA) as 


Maryland's outstanding train¬ 
er of the year. 

Disco Rico (by Citidancer) 
is the last of numerous stakes 
winners to represent longtime 
Maryland breeder C. Oliver 
Goldsmith, who died in May 
1997. His dam Round It Off 
(by Apalachee) is a grand¬ 
daughter of Goldsmith's foun¬ 
dation producer, the 1996 
Maryland broodmare of the 
year Turn Capp (by Turn to 
Reason). 

Disco Rico was purchased 
as a young foal by Ron and 
Carolyn Green of Green Wil¬ 
low Farms in Westminster, 
Md. Green Willow sold him 
for $45,000 at the 1998 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale; he was subse¬ 
quently consigned to the Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's 
March 2-year-olds in training 
auction, where DiRico bought 
him for $82,000. 

Disco Rico is the only re¬ 
peat champion among the 
2001 honorees; he was cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred 3-year-

Instead it turned into a 
near-disaster, as Touch Love 
stumbled and unseated rider 
Ramon Dominguez right in 
front of the starting gate, then 
proceeded to lead the field— 
reins dangling in front of 
her—throughout the entire 
seven furlongs. The crowd at 
Laurel Park drew a huge col¬ 
lective sigh of relief as Touch 
Love left the track with no ap¬ 
parent ill effects—beyond the 
fact that she was eliminated 
from official competition. 

Bronze Abe, dispatched as 
second favorite among the six 
starters, meanwhile bested the 
remaining competition, dri¬ 
ving to a two and three-quar- 
ter-length victory over ex¬ 
treme longshot Nanden, while 
Phyxius overcame a rough 
trip to finish third. Complet¬ 
ing the field were No Easy An¬ 
swer and Cash Machine. The 
race was timed in a relatively 
slow 1:27.04. 



Bronze Abe has not fin¬ 
ished worse than third in any 
of her 10 career starts, al¬ 
though after crossing the line 
first in her debut, she was dis¬ 
qualified and placed sixth. In 
her last four starts, all Mary- 
land-bred or Maryland-sired 
stakes, she won the Heavenly 
Cause Stakes on November 
17, and finished second in the 


October 13 Maryland Million 
Lassie and third in the Decem¬ 
ber 29 Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship Stakes. She has 
earned $149,290.

Dates set for 2002 live race meetings 


T ihe New Jersey Racing Commission at its 

January 30 meeting approved dates for the 
2002 Monmouth Park and Meadowlands 
meetings that will assure New Jersey 
horsemen a minimum of only 120 live racing days. 
An additional day of live turf racing was also 
approved for Atlantic City race course. 

The decision was not a popular one with New 
Jersey horsemen and has resulted in a number of 
suits filed on behalf of the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association that could result in the 
courts overturning the Racing Commission’s 
rulings. 

The commission-approved dates call for 
Oceanport’s Monmouth Park to begin its 2002 meet 


earlier than usual, with weekend racing on May 11 
and 12 and May 18 and 19. Full-week racing will 
begin May 24 and the accustomed five-day weeks will 
run until Sunday, September 1, for a total of 76 live 
racing days. 

If the Commission’s decision stands, 
Meadowlands will begin with a daytime program on 
September 2. The northern New Jersey oval would 
run five nights a week and conclude its schedule on 
November 16, with a total of 44 live days. The total 
120 live days is in direct conflict with the minimum 
141 live days required by state statute. 

Atlantic City Race Course was granted a token 
one-day meeting, May 10, a fact that was also 
dismaying to horsemen’s representatives.

Newjersey-breds to compete in 
2002 Great State Challenge

N ew Jersey’s top horses will compete in the 
National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association’s inaugural $1.5 million 
NTRA Great State Challenge that will be 
run at Sam Houston Race Park, in Houston, Texas, 
on Saturday, December 7, 2002. 

Post time for the six races consisting of horses 
representing several states has not been set, but is 
expected to be scheduled for early afternoon, 
according to the NTRA. 

“The early December date should allow for fine 
weather in the Houston area, and also permit 
virtually all existing state-bred championship days 
to take place with a minimum of revisions to current 
schedules,” said Keith Chamblin, senior vice- 
president for industry relations and marketing for 
the NTRA. 

“Sam Houston Race Park is proud to be the host 
of what promises to be one of the truly big days on 
the 2002 racing calendar,” said Robert L. Bork, the 
track’s senior vice-president and general manager. 

John Deere is the presenting sponsor of the 
NTRA Great State Challenge, as part of a strategic 
marketing alliance that also includes sponsorship of 
the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl and the associated 
divisional turf races leading up to the Breeders’ Cup 
World Thoroughbred Championships. 

Modeled after the Breeders’ Cup, the Great State 
Challenge races are limited to horses from 
jurisdictions where the official state horsemen’s 
association is an NTRA member. The top eight 
NTRA-member horsemen’s associations—California, 



Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Maryland, New Jersey, 
New York and Texas, based on current dues—are 
guaranteed one horse in each race. The state with 
the overall best performance in the Challenge will 
receive a trophy. Based on points allocated for each 
race, the top point-holder will be crowned the NTRA 
Great State Challenge Champion. 

The NTRA and Breeders’ Cup Limited will fund a 
guaranteed purse of $150,000 for each race, plus 
$50,000 in purses for Breeders’ Cup-nominated 
horses. An additional $50,000 comes from each 
participating state’s breeders’ fund, to be paid to 
each state-bred horse who finishes in an awarded 
position, making each race worth as much as 
$250,000.

NTRA Great State Challenge Juvenile Fillies, 7 
furlongs on the dirt for 2-year-old fillies. 

NTRA Great State Challenge Juvenile, 7 furlongs 
on the dirt for 2-year-olds. 

NTRA Great State Challenge Sprint, 6 furlongs 
on the dirt for 3-year-olds and up. 

NTRA Great State Challenge Turf, lVs miles on 
the turf for 3-year-olds and up. 

NTRA Great State Challenge Distaff, lVi6 miles 
on the dirt for fillies and mares, 3 and up. 

NTRA Great State Challenge Classic, lVs miles 
on the dirt for 3-year-olds and up.

Named Double My Prospect and rac¬ 
ing in the colors of Lake, he posted a four- 
length win in his maiden bow at Aque¬ 
duct on December 15, and came right 
back to be beaten a half-length on January 
3 in allowance company. On February 2, 
in his third career start, all in New York, 
Double My Prospect wired a field of allow¬ 
ance runners and boosted his earnings to 
$59,000. 

Lake is no stranger to the PA-bred pro¬ 
gram, having spent his early years at Penn 
National learning the game with Bruce 
Kravets before striking out on his own.

Y ou probably have read about 
the unclaimed Virginia 
Breeders Fund awards awaiting 
owners and breeders of Virginia- 
breds who won in Maryland, 
Virginia or West Virginia during 
2001.The reason these unclaimed 
awards have not been paid is very 
simple: the Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Association (VTA) office 
has no W-9 forms on file for the 
award winners.The Virginia State 
Government pays the checks 
directly to the award winners and 
it requires that a W-9 form be on 
file with the VTA before an 
award check is mailed. So, if you 
have not filed a W-9 form with 
the VTA, please call us at (540) 
347-4313.We will make sure you 
get a form completed and a 
Virginia Breeders Fund award 
check. 

If you have a W-9 on file and 
are entitled to 2001 awards, 
please watch your mail—the 
state was expected to disburse 
the first group of checks during 
the second week of February. 
Regardless of the number of 
horses who earned awards for 
you and regardless of how many 
categories in which you earned 
the awards—breeder, owner, stal¬ 
lion owner—you will receive 
only one check, which will total 
the awards from each category. 
Similarly, if you win an award in 
partnership, only one check will 
be disbursed to the agent. To 
assist with your record-keeping, 
the VTA office will be mailing 
out a breakdown of each award 
check to every award winner. 
Please watch your mail; you can 
also call the VTA for a break¬ 
down. 

An additional note: Virginia 
breeders, owners and stallion 
owners who won Virginia 
Breeders Fund awards in the year 
2000 will be receiving a 1099 tax 
form from the state as assistance 
in filing 2001 taxes. The reason 
award winners will be receiving a 
1099 form for 2000 is that the 
2000 awards were actually paid 


in 2001. In Virginia, awards are 
paid only once a year (with the 
exception of the 40 percent 
owners award program for 
Virginia races—those awards, 
paid down to sixth place, are dis¬ 
tributed directly to the owner 
through the purse account). 
When you receive your 1099 
form in the mail, please remem¬ 
ber that it reflects the awards that 
you won in 2000, not the awards 
that you earned in 2001. 

In other Virginia news, 
Virginia-breds stabled at recog¬ 
nized training centers in Virginia 
will be given preference in all 
races at Colonial Downs this 
summer, provided that their 
owners fill out an application 
prior to the start of the Colonial 
Downs 2002 Thoroughbred 
meet. Please call the Virginia 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 


Protective Association at (540) 
347-0033 for more information. 

The Hildene Stakes and the 
M. Tyson Gilpin Stakes, both 
restricted to Virginia bred/sired 
2-year-olds, have been slated to 
run again at Delaware Park in 
October 2002. 

For eligibility purposes, the 
definition of a Virginia-sired 
horse has been revised as follows: 
Any horse conceived by a Thor¬ 
oughbred stallion standing in 
Virginia in the year of concep¬ 
tion, provided that the Virginia 
Thoroughbred stallion is regis¬ 
tered with the Virginia Breeders 
Fund for that year. All Virginia- 
sired horses are eligible to run in 
all Virginia-bred restricted races; 
however, in order to start, Vir¬ 
ginia-sired horses must be regis¬ 
tered with the Virginia Breeders 
Fund.

Susan and Wayne Chatfield-Taylor nurture 
one success after another at Morgans Ford Farm 


P erhaps its the seaweed they use as fertilizer. Or their home-grown 
alfalfa. Maybe its the fact that they attend foalings personally. 
Wayne thinks its the water.Whatever the reasons, the nurturing lime¬ 
stone fields of Morgan s Ford Farm in Front Royal, Va., have yielded 
31 stakes horses (two Grade 1 winners) and countless winners in less 
time than many stallions stand at stud. Owners Susie and Wayne 
Chatfield-Taylor have sold horses to 15 countries and say that most of 
their business comes from repeat customers. 

After combing five states for two years, the then-newlywed 
Chatfield-Taylors found an extraordinary piece of land in relatively 
undiscovered Warren County. “We wanted good water, good land and 
a good barn,” says Wayne. “We also wanted the most land we could 
buy.”Twenty-one miles offence, 33 buildings, and a recent 400 addi¬ 
tional acres later, Morgan’s Ford is home to a focused, top-class breed¬ 
ing program. 

“We tend to breed outcrosses,” says Susie. “We just bought a mare 
who is an outcross to Northern Dancer and Raise a Native.” The 
Chatfield-Taylors often use older, 
tried and true stallions, such as 
Conquistador Cielo. Their brood¬ 
mare band includes both home- 
breds and outside mares. If a young¬ 
ster doesn’t sell, they start him on 
the farm and race him themselves. 

Currently, they have seven race 
horses in training and “resting,” and 
trainers include Tom Voss, Dickie 
Small, Sheila Maloney and Peter 
Pugh. In 2001 homebred Jubileo, 
by Cozzene out of My Prayer, 
notched two firsts, two seconds and 
two thirds from six starts for 
Morgan’s Ford. 

The Chatfield-Taylors have both 
been strong supporters of quality 
racing in Virginia. Susie serves on 
the board of the Virginia Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association, and Wayne gives his 
time to the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association board. “Virginia racing 
has turned the corner,” says Wayne. 

“It needed five years to do it. 

“Now there are a lot of reasons 
to breed at home.Virginia is a great 
state to raise and race horses.” 

Spanning more than 1,000 acres 
along the peaceful Shenandoah 


River, Morgan’s Ford Farm sits within nearly 20 square miles of sce¬ 
nic easement in rural Front Royal. The Blue Ridge Mountains fringe 
the land, which seems to go forever. 

Everything at Morgan’s Ford appears to be an organic blending and 
personal rendering of vision, taste and charm. Quality of life is high, 
and visiting is like stepping through time. A narrow concrete bridge 
(“Morgan’s Ford”) leading to the farm barely clears the waters of the 
Shenandoah. The pastures and buildings unfold with easy grace along 
the long driveway, with mares and youngsters grazing in fields expan¬ 
sive enough to test any distance runner. An architect by trade, Wayne 
has supervised the restoration, renovation and building of the four 
barns situated around the property, including the 14-stall log barn that 
came with the new land. He gets as excited about types of wood as he 
does about bloodlines.When not coaching foaling mares, Susie rescues 
ancient boxwoods and fallen starlings. Their appreciation of every 
board and every living thing is the real river that flows through 
Morgan’s Ford Farm. /Sally Walker

T heir racing days may be oven 
but decades of top-flight 
competition have just begun 
for a star-studded group of 
new stallions as they continue a 
quest to further improve the Sport of 
Kings. 

West Virginia's eastern panhandle 
is now home to eight more genetic 
gems as the region continues to 
rejoice in the revitalization of racing. 

John McKee and Cynthia 
O'Bannon recently expanded their 
stallion roster at Beau Ridge Farm in 
Bunker Hill to 10. 

Thus Beau Ridge continues to 
command the largest number of 
stallions standing at one farm in the 
Mountain State. 

Joining such well-bred sires as 
Jove Stone, Landing Zone, Loach, 
Robb, Standing On Edge and Storm 
Center are Castine (by Mr. 
Prospector), Explosive Red (by 
Explodent), Catastrophe (by Storm 
Cat) and Emancipator (by Forty 
Niner). 

The impressive new arrivals fit 
Beau Ridge's established stamp as 
stallions by top sires out of first-rate 
female families. 

Castine, foaled in Kentucky, 
broke his maiden at Keeneland. The 
1995 son of super-sire Mr. Prospector 
went on to earn more than $100,000. 

Explosive Red, who made his way 
to Beau Ridge by way of Canada, 
earned $864,931 during his racing

said it all 


C onfucius Say, who earned 
more than $250,000 as a 3- 
year-old, let his actions on 
the track do all the talking 
last year. And that victorious 
vocabulary allowed the gelding to 
dominate the voting for Charles 
Town Races 2001 Horse of the Year 
honors in the exact same fashion he 
mastered the competition during his 
near-perfect performance at the 
historic Jefferson County oval. 

In six starts at Charles Town last 
year, the West Virginia-bred 
amassed five wins at distances 
ranging from four and a half furlongs 
to a mile and an eighth. 

Thus it was only fitting that the son 
of Eastover Court, owned by 
O'Sullivan Farms and trained by 
George Yetsook, captured five first- 
place votes and 29 points (out of a 
possible 30) from the six-member 
Horse of the Year committee which 
cast votes on a 5-4-3-2-1 basis. 

Myoung Paek's Big Becker 
received the remaining first-place 


vote and totaled 24 points to finish a 
clear second in the balloting. 

Confucius Say, with regular rider 
Larry Reynolds aboard, handed Big 
Becker his only loss in six starts at 
Charles Town during the 2001 
campaign with a determined half- 
length victory in the $75,000 Strike 
the Gold Handicap. 

Another essential element of 
Confucius Say's run to the crown 
occurred on October 13 when he 
and Reynolds romped to a four and 
a quarter-length conquest in the 
$250,000 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic, the richest race in history for 
West Virginia-breds. 

"Confucius Say proved his ability 
race after race at all distances," 
Reynolds said. "He was the best. 

And he was by far the best West 
Virginia-bred horse at Charles Town. 
He's a very versatile horse, and I 
expect him to mature even more 
this year."

T he Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association (MHBA) has 
been the leading horse 
industry advocate in the state 
since its founding in 1929. It 
functions as an informational 
resource for horse breeders and 
owners, for the media, for 
national, community and gov¬ 
ernmental organizations and for 
the general public. 

As a service organization, the 
MHBA provides industry infor¬ 


mation, educational opportuni¬ 
ties and legislative representation 
to its nearly 1,000 members, who 
include breeders, owners, train¬ 
ers and horse enthusiasts of all 
kinds. The MHBA publishes a 
monthly newsletter as well as 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred maga¬ 
zine.

The Maryland Fund 


T he Maryland Fund was cre¬ 
ated by the General Assem¬ 
bly in 1962. Maryland was the 
first state to develop a legislated 
incentive program to encourage 
the improvement of Thorough¬ 
bred breeding and racing. 

In Maryland, there are seven 
categories through which monies 
from the Fund are made avail¬ 
able: 1) purse money for stakes 
races for registered Maryland- 
breds, 2) awards for owners of 
winning registered Maryland- 
breds, 3) awards for breeders of 
winning and stakes-placed regis¬ 
tered Maryland-breds, 4) awards 
for stallions which sire registered 
Maryland-bred winners and 
stakes-placed horses, 5) purse 
premiums for owners of regis¬ 
tered Maryland-breds in selected 
unrestricted stakes, 6) bonus 
awards for the four highest-earn¬ 
ing 2-year-olds shown at the 
annual MHBA yearling show and 
7) an allocation for Maryland 
Million purses. 


Currently, 1.1 percent of the 
mutuel handle and 5.0 percent of 
the breakage at Laurel and Pim¬ 
lico (the state’s two major tracks), 
and 1.5 percent of the mutuel 
handle and 5.0 percent of the 
breakage at Timonium (the 
state’s only minor track) are allo¬ 
cated to the Maryland Fund. 

Of the 55 percent designated 
for purses and owner awards, 
66% percent is allocated to purs¬ 
es and 33% percent is allocated 
to owner awards. (At Timonium, 
the split is 75 percent to purses 
and 25 percent to owner awards.) 
The 45 percent which funds 
breeder and stallion awards is 
split approximately 75 percent to 
breeder awards and 25 percent to 
stallion awards. This last is an 
approximation since the percent¬ 
age paid to breeder awards is 
always double the percentage 
paid in stallion awards and not all 
registered Maryland-breds are 
sired by Maryland stallions. 

Owner awards are paid to the 
owners of all registered Mary¬ 


land-breds when they win any 
race other than stakes, starter 
races or claiming races in which 
the winner runs for a claiming 
price of less than $25,000 
($20,000 at Timonium). 

Breeder and stallion awards are 
paid for the registered Maryland- 
bred which wins any race or fin¬ 
ishes second, third or fourth in 
any stakes race in Maryland. The 
breeder award is exactly twice the 
amount of the stallion award. In 
stakes races, the award is based 
on the first $100,000 of the gross 
purse. 

In order to earn a breeder 
award, the winning (or stakes- 
placed) horse must be registered 
as a Maryland-bred. In order to 
earn a stallion award, the winning 
(or stakes-placed) horse must be 
registered as a Maryland-bred 
and the sire must be registered 
with the MHBA in addition to 
having been standing in Mary¬ 
land at the time the winner was 
conceived. 


The Maryland Fund program 
is administered by the Maryland 
Racing Commission with the 
assistance and advice of the 
Maryland Fund Advisory Com¬ 
mittee chaired by C. Frank 
Hopkins, a member of the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 
Under the direction of the 
Commission, the actual imple¬ 
mentation of the Fund, includ¬ 
ing maintaining the Maryland- 
bred registry and computing and 
distributing all bonus awards, is 
performed by the MHBA. 

Computation of owner, 
breeder and stallion awards is 
made at the conclusion of each 
race meeting. The percentage 
paid in these awards depends 
upon the total mutuel handle and 
the number of Maryland-breds 
which earn bonuses. The stakes 
program is planned on an annual 
basis and is based on projected 
track handles for the coming 
year. #

N o two people have done 
more to put Maryland on 
the map as a Thorough¬ 
bred breeding and racing state 
than Robert E. Meyerhoff and 
Allaire duPont. And their lega¬ 
cies continued to grow in 2001, 
when each was represented by a 
homebred Grade 1 stakes winner. 

Include and Shine Again 
shared the spodight on Maryland 
Spring Challenge Day (April 21), 
as stars of the stakes card for 
Maryland-bred runners. But that, 
as it turned out, was only the 
beginning for the two 4-year-olds, 
one a colt and the other a filly. 

Include would nobly repre¬ 
sent Meyerhoff before the home 
crowd in the Pimlico Special-Gl, 


and Shine Again would carry 
Mrs. duPonds colors to victory 
in Saratoga's prestigious Baller¬ 
ina Handicap-Gl, during a sea¬ 
son that long will remain in 
memory. 

Include (out of Illeria, by 
Stop the Music) was sired by 
Meyerhoff's foundation sire 
Broad Brush, who has made his 
stud career at Gainesway in 
Kentucky. Broad Brush and his 
sons Concern ($3,079,350) and 
Include now account for three of 
the top ten spots on the list of 
all-time leading Maryland-bred 
money-earners. 

Include, whose lifetime total 
is $1,532,560, has moved to 
number eight on the list, just 


behind the Meyerhoff home¬ 
bred Valley Crossing (who is 
unrelated to the Broad Brush tri¬ 
umvirate). 

Include won a total of five 
stakes in 2001, annexing—in 
addition to the Pimlico Special 
and Jennings Handicap—the 
Massachusetts Handicap-G2 
(June 2), New Orleans Handi¬ 
cap-G2 (March 4) and Whirla- 
way Handicap (February 11). His 
season's earnings amounted to 
$1,435,400. 

Shine Again (by Wild Again 
out of Mrs. duPont's third-gen¬ 
eration homebred Shiner, by 
Two Punch) won five of her 10 
starts in 2001, earning $469,750 


and raising her lifetime total to 
$570,720. 

In addition to the Ballerina 
and Geisha Handicap, Shine 
Again won the First Flight 
Handicap-G2 (October 26) and 
Chip Stakes (March 10) and had 
three stakes-placings, all in grad¬ 
ed company. 

A total of nine Maryland- 
breds won graded stakes in 
2001. The others were Duck- 
horn (Hawthorne Gold Cup H- 
G2), Indispensable (David L. 
Zeke Ferguson Memorial H- 
NSA2), Touch Love (Schuyler- 
ville S-G2), Tres Touche (Fox- 
brook Supreme Novice Hurdle 
S-NSA2, Beaulieu of America 
Spring Novice Hurdle S-NSA3), 
Disco Rico (Maryland Breeders' 
Cup H-G3), Lightning Paces 
(Baltimore Ravens Breeders' 
Cup H-G3), and Spring Salute 
(Appleton Hurdle H-NSA3). 

Tying with Include for the 
largest number of stakes wins 
(five) was Disco Rico, who also 
captured the Hoover, Endless 
Surprise, Fire Plug and Lite the 
Fuse Stakes. 

Additional Maryland-breds 
with three or more stakes wins 
were: A Lot of Mary (Behave 
Yourself H, Conniver S, Bubb¬

Allen’s Prospect, Maryland’s all-time leading sire, had another record-breaking 
season in 2001, with his offspring earning just slightly under $5 million. 




Maryland-breds winning

It was a very good year for a 
number of Maryland stallions, 
including, of course, Maryland’s 
number one stallion. 

While Allen’s Prospect per¬ 
formed his usual feat—improv¬ 
ing on his own spectacular num¬ 
bers from the year before— 
three other horses standing in 
Maryland also ranked among the 
top 60 sires in the country, 
according to The Blood-Horse. 
They were Not For Love (#43), 
Two Punch (#59) and Polish 
Numbers (#60). 

What’s more, Maryland’s 
Meadow Monster ($349,737) 
ranked 15th on the list of the 
nation’s first-crop sires (as well 
as fourth on Maryland’s juvenile 
sires list), and Appealing Skier 
($138,168) was among the top 
50. Both Meadow Monster and 
Appealing Skier stand at Green 
Willow Farms. 

Two Punch toppled Allen’s 
Prospect in one major category 
for 2001, ranking as the state’s 
leading juvenile sire, with his 2- 
year-olds amassing $619,430. 
Two Punch had two 2-year-old 
stakes winners, with his daugh¬ 
ters Night Breeze and Bronze 
Abe accounting for the Mary¬ 


land Million Lassie and Heavenly 
Cause Stakes, respectively. 

A grand total of 13 active, 
pensioned or deceased Mary¬ 
land stallions topped $1 million 
in progeny earnings:

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was $283. 
Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 also has 
an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled 
in 1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earn¬ 
ings per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

New Jersey Breeders’ Program 


T he New Jersey Breeders’ 
Fund provides incentives to 
breeders, owners and stal¬ 
lion owners of Thoroughbred 
race horses. 

Breeders qualify for awards 
when the owner of a mare that 
has foaled in New Jersey regis¬ 
ters the foal with the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associ¬ 
ation. The breeder will receive a 
percentage based on what that 
foal earns when finishing first 
through third at a New Jersey 


track. Awards are paid in all 
races, from maiden claimers to 
stakes, in both open and restrict¬ 
ed New Jersey-bred races. Award 
percentages for breeders—35 
percent* is paid if the foal is by a 
registered New Jersey stallion 
(conceived in New Jersey); 25 
percent* if the foal is by a stal¬ 
lion standing in a state other than 
New Jersey (conceived outside 
New Jersey). 

In order for stallion owners 
to qualify for awards, the owner 


must register the stallion annual¬ 
ly with the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association. Stallion 
owners will receive an award 
equal to 10 percent* of what all 
foals by said stallion earn when 
racing at a New Jersey track. 

Owners qualify for awards 
when running a registered New 
Jersey-bred foal in any race at a 
New Jersey track. In an open 
race, the owner will receive an 
award equal to 10 percent* of 
what said New Jersey-bred earns 


in open races. In New Jersey- 
bred races (races restricted to 
New Jersey-breds), the owner 
will receive a purse 25 percent 
greater than the purse in a corre¬ 
sponding open race. # 

*There is a $5,000 maximum for 
first and $3,000for second or third on 
each award in each race . Total awards 
are based on funds generated annually. 
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Sea of Tranquility leads 
New Jersey-bred performers 


S ea of Tranquility was eas¬ 
ily the most accomplished 
New Jersey-bred to set foot 
on a race track in 2001. 

Campaigning as a 5-year-old 
for owner/trainer Richard Paulus, 
who purchased him for a bargain 
$6,500 at the 1998 Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's 2- 
year-olds in training sale, Sea of 
Tranquility boosted his career 
earnings to $463,358 with a stel¬ 
lar season highlighted by five 
stakes wins at three different 
race tracks. 

His crowning glory was the 
Salvator Mile-G3 on Haskell day, 
August 5, at Monmouth Park, in 
which he emerged with his first 
graded victory while defeating 
the likes of 2000 Iselin 
Handicap-G2 winner Rize and 
one-time Triple Crown con¬ 
tenders Hal's Hope and Rock 
and Roll. 

The Salvator Mile was part of 
a three-race stakes-winning streak 
at Monmouth that also included 
victories against New Jersey- 
bred rivals in the Bernie Dowd 
(July 22) and Jersey Breeders' 
(June 16). Sea of Tranquility's 
other 2001 stakes wins came in 
the Super Stakes (January 20 at 
Tampa Bay) and Daniel's Boy 
Handicap (October 29, Calder). 

In 13 starts last season, he 
won or placed nine times, earn¬ 
ing $213,916. 

Sea of Tranquility (out of 
Bonkey, by Fit to Fight) was bred 
by New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association presi¬ 
dent Dennis Drazin, who owned 
his sire Heff. A son of Alydar, 
Heff stood at William A. Pur- 
dey's Greenfields farm in Colts 
Neck, N.J., for two seasons until 
his death in the fall of 2000. 

Other New Jersey-bred stars 
of 2001 include: 

• The 2-year-old filly Our 
Cozzette carried the colors of 
her breeder/owners Stanton 
(Bo) and Stella Smith of Eng- 
lishtown, N.J., to victory in the 
fillies division of the New Jersey 
Futurity on November 9 to com¬ 


plete the season with a perfect 
record from her only two starts. 

Our Cozzette (by Cozzene) is 
a daughter of the outstanding 
New Jersey-bred champion 
Avie's Fancy (by Lord Avie), who 
in the 1990s won eight stakes, 
including the Grade 2 Match¬ 
maker and Grade 3 Boiling 
Springs Handicap, earning 
$402,909. The Smiths bred and 
raced Our Cozzette in the name 
of their Gunsmith Stables. Her 
2001 earnings were $81,000. 

• Also making his mark as a 
homebred was the 2-year-old 
colt Parfy’s Legacy, who cap¬ 
tured the colts and geldings divi¬ 
sion of the New Jersey Futurity 
(on November 9 at Meadow- 
lands) for Helga Nemeth and 
Edith Lombardi. 

Parfy's Legacy (by Sea Hero 
—Had It Right, by Parfaitement) 
is the fourth stakes horse and 
first stakes winner from his New 
Jersey-bred dam, whose earlier

Parfy’s Legacy led up to his 
Futurity victory with a maiden 
special weight score on October 
10 at Meadowlands. He finished 
first or second in three of his 
four outings last season, earning 
$90,025. 

• Trainer Cathal Lynch gets 
credit not only for the two top 
New Jersey-bred 2-year-olds, 
but also the standout 3-year-old 
colt Holiest Punch. 

Victory in the Bold Josh 
Handicap on September 26 at 
Meadowlands was the high 
point of a thoroughly consistent 
and productive season for the 
Two Punch colt, who broke his 
maiden at Aqueduct in January 
and in June and July annexed 
three consecutive allowance 
races at Monmouth. Never 
worse than fourth in 11 starts in 
2001, Holiest Punch bankrolled 
$170,440 for owner Lynch 
Racing and D. Arrigo Racing 
Stable. He was bred by Robert L. 
Edwards from the Pas Seul mare 
Holiest, and is a full brother to 
stakes winner Holy Punch 
($113,325, Junior Champion S). 

• Although not a stakes win¬ 
ner, Blinded by Love won four 
allowance races at Monmouth 
and Aqueduct as a 3-year-old in 
2001. The daughter of Not For 
Love—Running On Faith, by 
Assert CM, finished first or sec¬ 
ond in six of her seven starts, 
earning $158,140 for Everett 
Novak’s New Farm, which pur¬ 
chased her for $45,000 at the 
1999 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 
Blinded by Love was bred by 
Rising Sun Farm Inc. 

• Gaelic Bay, bred and 
owned by her trainer J. Willard 
Thompson’s Quiet Winter Farm 
in partnership with Ross Maghan, 
dominated the ranks of older 
females, winning state-bred 
stakes at Monmouth and Mea¬ 
dowlands—the September 2 
Spruce Fir and the October 24 
Wistful Handicap, respectively.

It 
was her best season to date, and 
pushed her career total to 
$261,300.

The New Jersey stallion 
ranks have rocketed to new 
heights, thanks to two stallions 
who moved to Joe and Karen 
Jennings’s Walnford Stud in 
Allentown, N.J., for 2002. 

Numerous, a regally bred 
son of Mr. Prospector— 
Number, by Nijinsky II, is far 
and away the current leading 
New Jersey sire based upon 
2001 figures, which do not 
reflect earnings of his South 
American runners. From three 
crops of racing age, his off¬ 
spring earned $3,412,730 on the 
track in North America last sea¬ 
son, topped by Canada’s 2001 
champion turf horse, Grade 1 
winner Numerous Times 
($676,320). 

Ten of Numerous’s sons and 
daughters won stakes in 2001 
(including his Southern Hemi¬ 
sphere runners), and an addi¬ 
tional eight were stakes-placed. 
He had a total of 69 winners, 
including nine 2-year-old win¬ 
ners, whose $315,019 in earn¬ 
ings easily boosted him to the 
top of the juvenile sires earnings 
list in New Jersey. 

Caller I. D., a multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning son of Phone 
Trick, is a strong runner-up with 
$1,753,870 in 2001 progeny 
earnings and 65 winners, includ¬ 
ing stakes winners Best of K C 
and Call Me Krystal. Caller I. D. 
is out of the *Ramsinga mare 
Plagiarizing. 

The leading sire of New 
Jersey-conceived foals was the 
now-deceased Northern Idol, 
who made his career at Sleeter 
Farm in Clementon until his 
death in 1999. Northern Idol 
had $938,231 in progeny earn¬ 
ings last season, with his best 
offspring including stakes win¬ 
ner Red Weasel and stakes- 
placed Eleven North and She’s 
Jane. 

Pappa Riccio, New Jersey’s 
longtime leading sire who stood 
at Walnford until his death in 
February 2000, maintains his 
hold on the state’s lifetime sires 
list (with $10,328,200), but 
Caller I. D. ($9,374,090) and 
Numerous ($5,364,570) occupy 
the next two spots. #

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was $283. 
Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 also has 
an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled 
in 1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earn¬ 
ings per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

Pennsylvania Breeding Fund 


T he Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund program provides 
financial incentives to breed¬ 
ers and owners of Thorough¬ 
bred race horses. Established in 
1974, this program offers mone¬ 
tary awards to breeders, stallion 
owners and owners of Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred horses. 

In 2001, Pennsylvania-breds 
competed in 24 stakes races, with 
purses totaling over $1 million, in 
which entries were restricted to 
state-breds. Additionally, purse 
bonuses of 40 percent of purse 
share are paid to the owners of 
Pennsylvania-breds when these 
horses finish first, second or 
third in all overnight races. 

PA-bred owner bonuses are 
considered part of the horse’s 
official earnings. This amount is 
combined with the original purse 
share to provide the basis for 
breeder and stallion awards 
earned. 


The Fund is financed by 1 
percent of the state’s total 
Thoroughbred pari-mutuel han¬ 
dle. It provides for individual 
award payments, purse bonus 
supplements for PA-bred races 
and expenses incurred by the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association (PHBA) for the pro¬ 
gram’s administration. Addition¬ 
ally, an amount equal to one- 
third of 1 percent of each oper¬ 
ating track’s total daily handle is 
allotted to purses for PA-bred 
races at that track. 

By law, the PHBA is responsi¬ 
ble for administering the Breeding 
Fund program for the State 
Horse Racing Commission, and 
maintaining an up-to-date regis¬ 
ter of PA-breds and Pennsyl¬ 
vania stallions. 

All award payments are 
processed at monthly intervals. 
Recipients are notified of their 
pending award usually within ten 


to 15 days after the end of the 
month in which it was earned, 
and receive actual payment with¬ 
in another 45 days. 

To be eligible for Breeding 
Fund registration, a horse must 
meet just two criteria: 1) the foal¬ 
ing requirement, i.e. be born in 
Pennsylvania; 2) for the foal crop 
of 2000 and beyond, a 90-day 
residency requirement. Either the 
foal or its dam must reside in 
Pennsylvania for at least 90 days 
during the year of foaling. The 90 
days do not need to be consecu¬ 
tive: this requirement may be sat¬ 
isfied by returning the foal or mare 
to Pennsylvania after weaning. 

There are two distinctions 
when registering a PA-bred foal: 
those sired by registered Penn¬ 
sylvania stallions, and those sired 
by non-registered stallions. 

PA-breds have preferred 
starter status in all non-restricted 
overnight races. The preference 


is claimed by trainers at the time 
of entry. 

A monetary award is paid to 
the breeder of a registered PA- 
bred, whenever that PA-bred fin¬ 
ishes first, second or third in any 
pari-mutuel race in the state. For 
Pennsylvania-sired PA-breds, it 
amounts to 30 percent of the 
purse earned, and for non- 
Pennsylvania-sired PA-breds, it is 
20 percent. 

A monetary award is paid 
when a registered PA-bred sired 
by a registered Pennsylvania stal¬ 
lion finishes first, second or third 
in any pari-mutuel race in the 
state. The sire must have been 
registered with the PHBA during 
the year of the foal’s conception, 
and the award—equal to 10 per¬ 
cent of the purse share earned— 
is paid to the owner of the sire at 
the time of conception. #

Four Grade 1 winners 
carry Pennsylvania’s banner 




L eading the ranks of Pennsyl- 
vania-breds in 2001 were 
four Grade 1 winners: a top 
turf runner in the U.S. . . a track 
record-setting sprinter in Japan... 
and two steeplechasers. Of the 
four, two were bred and raced by 
the state’s perennial leading 
breeder George Strawbridge 
Jr. and his Augustin Stable. 

Strawbridge’s With Antici¬ 
pation, trained by Pennsylvania- 
based Hall of Fame conditioner 
Jonathan Sheppard, rose to the 
fore in June with a victory in the 
grassy Louisville Handicap, then 
made his way through a breath¬ 
taking sequence of three Grade 
1 turf events—Monmouth’s (July 
1) United Nations Handicap, in 
which he crossed the wire first 
but was disqualified to second; 
followed by victories in Sara¬ 
toga’s Sword Dancer Invitational 
Handicap (on August 11) and 
Belmont’s Man o’ War Stakes 
(on September 8). 

The trio of Grade 1 races 
boosted With Anticipation’s 
earnings by a combined $700,000, 
making up the bulk of his 2001 
bankroll of $802,393 and gain¬ 
ing him a spot in the PA-bred 
millionaires’ club, with a career 
total of $1,133,504. 

With Anticipation, a 1995 
gelding by Relaunch, is the third 
stakes performer Strawbridge 
has bred from the multiple 


Grade 1 - winning millionaire 
Fran’s Valentine (by Saros-GB). 

Pennsylvania’s overseas star, 
Nobo Jack, was far and away 
the state’s leading money-earner 
in 2001. Competing exclusively 
in Japan, he earned $2,355,510 
last year—enough to vault him 
into second place on Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s all-time leading money- 
earners list, his career total of 
$2,904,274 only barely eclipsed 
by Alphabet Soup ($2,990,270). 

Nobo Jack (1997, by French 
Deputy—Flight of Angels, by 
Afleet) was bred by Mrs. Lewis 
C. Ledyard, who sold him as a 
weanling at the Keeneland 
November sale for $115,000; he 
was resold at 2, at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Florida February sale, where 
he brought $250,000. 

Campaigning for Ikebata Co., 
Ltd., and trainer Hideyuki Mori, 
Nobo Jack won six stakes (all 
graded) at distances of seven 
and a half furlongs or less in 
2001, culminating in a triumph 
in the Group 1 JBC Sprint at 
Ohi on October 31. He set new 
track records while winning the 
seven and a half-furlong Gumma 
Kinen-G3 (in 1:32.80) and five- 
furlong Hokkaido Sprint Cup- 
G3 (in :57.70). 

It’s a rare racing season in 
which Strawbridge is not repre¬ 
sented by an outstanding PA- 
bred steeplechase performer, 


and 2001 ran true to form with 
Strawbridge’s homebred Lord 
Zada scoring a 15 V&-length vic¬ 
tory in the Grade 1 Colonial Cup 
Hurdle Stakes on November 18 
in course record time of 5:05.60. 
A 1993 gelding by Lord Avie— 
Lanzada, by Robellino, Lord 
Zada also was runner-up in the 
2001 Breeders’ Cup Steeple- 
chase-NSAl. From just three 
steeplechase starts in 2001, Lord 
Zada propelled himself into 
contention for an Eclipse Award 
as one of the top three finalists. 
Lord Zada was trained by Straw- 
bridge’s stepdaughter Sanna 
Neilson, who ranked as the 
leading steeplechase trainer in 
the country last season by earn¬ 
ings, while Strawbridge topped 
the owners’ list—for the 21st 
time since 1974. 

The long-established breeder/ 
owner partnership of William 
Pape and Jonathan Sheppard, 
meanwhile, came up with anoth¬ 
er seriously talented steeplechase 
runner, namely It’s a Giggle, 
Pennsylvania-bred hero of the 
New York Turf Writers Cup 
Hurdle-NSAl on August 30 at 
Saratoga. Sheppard saddled the 
gelding to three wins at Saratoga 
within a six-week span. It’s a 
Giggle (1994, by Northern Baby 
—Mar tie’s Delighted, by Mo 
Bay) is a half-brother to major 
steeplechase winner Polar Pleasure. 


Other Pennsylvania-breds 
gaining victories in graded com¬ 
pany were: Geaux Beau (Glad¬ 
stone Hurdle S-NSA3); Ishiguru 
(Flying Five S-G3 in Ireland); and 
Top Hit (Oklahoma Derby-G3). 

Seven Pennsylvania-breds 
won stakes as 2-year-olds in 
2001: Final Table (Comet S), 
Oswayo (Pennsylvania Futur¬ 
ity), Pal’s Partner (Maryland 
Million Nursery S), Runaway 
Ab (Corte Madera S), Swift Case 
(Blue Mountain Futurity), Trea¬ 
sure Coast Gem (Blue Hen S) 
and Volley Ball (Storm Cat S). 

PA-breds also worthy of spe¬ 
cial mention include Beau’s 
Surprise, who won five stakes 
and finished second in two oth¬ 
ers; and The Maccabee, whose 
nine victories (from 18 starts) 
made him a runner-up for hon¬ 
ors as the winningest horse in 
the country last season. The 
Maccabee counted among his 
wins the Claiming Crown Ex¬ 
press Stakes.

Judge T C, who moved to 
Tom Reigle’s Reigle Heir Farms 
in Grantville, Pa., for 2002, is a 
star not just within the state, but 
nationally as well. 

He ranked as the country’s 
third-leading sire of 2-year-olds 
with $1,319,910 in juvenile prog¬ 
eny earnings. Contributing to 
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that total were 26 juvenile win¬ 
ners (from a total of 64 runners) 
and three stakes winners: Lady 
Shari ($276,210), Request for 
Parole and Maresha. 

Judge T CPs overall progeny 
earnings of $2,369,980 earned 
him a spot as the sixth leading 
second-crop sire in the nation. 
He was the leading second-crop 
sire by number of winners (55, 
from 108 starters). 


An 11-year-old son of for¬ 
mer Pennsylvania stallion Judge 
Smells out of the Secretariat 
mare Pm Pretty, Judge T C is the 
first PA stallion to have his off¬ 
spring earn more than $2 million 
in a single season since 1995, when 
his sire racked up $2.3 million. 
Even then. Judge T C was mak¬ 
ing his presence felt, as he was 
Judge Smells’s leading ’95 money- 
earner, contributing $443,022 to 


the total. Judge Smells stood at 
Xanthus Farms in Gettysburg 
from 1995 until his death in 
2000, and remains far and away 
the all-time leading PA sire by 
money won ($15,663,800). 

Six other Pennsylvania stal¬ 
lions topped the $1 million mark 
in progeny earnings in 2001— 
Deposit Ticket ($1,974,580), 
Peteski ($1,765,710), Judge 
Smells ($1,592,130), Corporate 


Report ($1,405,810), Roanoke 
($1,205,820) and Patton 
($1,193,990). 

Deposit Ticket and Corpor¬ 
ate Report stand at Dr. William J. 
Solomon’s Pin Oak Lane Farm 
in New Freedom, which also was 
home to Peteski until his death in 
April 2001. Roanoke and Patton 
hold court at Reigle Heir. #

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was $283. 
Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 also has 
an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled 
in 1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earn¬ 
ings per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

Virginia Breeders’ Fund 


R ules for registering with the 
Virginia Breeders' Fund: 

Stallion registration: 

Each stallion must be registered 
yearly with the Virginia Breeders' 
Fund in order to be eligible to 
receive stallion awards from the 
following year's foal crop. For a 
stallion's foal crop conceived in 
2002 to be eligible for future 
Virginia Breeders' Fund stallion 
awards, a stallion must be regis¬ 
tered by January 31, 2002 or 
within 30 days following his 
entry into stud in Virginia for the 
fee of $100. A late registration 
fee of $250 will be accepted until 
August 31,2002. 

Foal registration: 

Foals born in Virginia in 2002 
are eligible for registration with 
the Virginia Breeders' Fund if 


they meet at least one of the 
three following criteria: 

1) The foal must be by a 
Virginia sire; or 

2) The dam of the foal, if 
bred back, must be bred back to 
a Virginia Thoroughbred sire; or 

3) If the foal is not sired by a 
Virginia Thoroughbred sire, or if 
the dam of the foal is not bred 
back that same breeding season 
or is bred to a sire other than a 
Virginia Thoroughbred sire, the 
dam of the foal must have been 
domiciled continuously in Vir¬ 
ginia from September 1, 2001 
until the date of foaling; if the 
mare is barren, until February 1, 
2002. 

The 2002 foal can be regis¬ 
tered by December 31, 2002 for 
a fee of $25. If the foal is not 
registered before December 31 


of its foaling year, it can be regis¬ 
tered as a yearling for a fee of 
$50 or as a 2-year-old or older at 
a fee of $200. 

Fund distribution: 

The Virginia Breeders' Fund 
Awards are generated by 1% of 
every dollar wagered in Virginia 
on Thoroughbred horse racing, 
including year-round satellite 
wagering facility handle. The 
funds are allocated as follows: 

4 35% is set aside for pay¬ 
ment to the breeders of regis¬ 
tered Virginia-bred Thorough¬ 
bred horses who win races at 
Colonial Downs in Virginia, as 
well as at Pimlico Race Course, 
Laurel Park and Timonium in 
Maryland and Charles Town in 
West Virginia. 

4- 15% is set aside for pay¬ 
ments to owners or lessees of 


registered Virginia stallions who 
sire Virginia-bred Thoroughbred 
horses who win races at Colonial 
Downs in Virginia, as well as at 
Pimlico Race Course and Laurel 
Park in Maryland and Charles 
Town in West Virginia. 

4 50% is set aside to supple¬ 
ment purses of races restricted 
to registered Virginia-breds in 
Virginia and Maryland and to pay 
owners of registered Virginia- 
bred Thoroughbreds who win at 
Colonial Downs, Charles Town, 
Laurel Park, Pimlico and 
Timonium. 

Note: Beginning with the 2001 
Colonial Downs meeting, eligibility for 
Virginia-bred races has been extended 
to horses sired in Virginia . 4

earnings of $368,206. The son 
of Irish River (Fr)—Sailing Min¬ 
strel, by The Minstrel, cam¬ 
paigned for Richard Santulli and 
George Prussin’s Jayeff B 
Stables. 

Three-year-old males made 
up the strongest division among 
Virginia-breds. Other top-per¬ 
formers in that category included: 



Native Heir, owner/trainer 
Anthony Dutrow’s well-traveled 
gelding, won five stakes at three 
different race tracks. 

Native Heir, bred by Spencer 
F. Young and purchased by 
Dutrow for $20,000 at the 1999 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, captured two 
added-money races at Colonial 
Downs—the Virginia Stallion 
Stakes (July 8) and W Meredith 
Bailes Memorial Stakes (July 
22)—then added the Blue and 
Grey Stakes at Charles Town 
(October 27) and wrapped up 
the season with Mountaineer 
Park’s Sophomore Sprint Cham¬ 
pionship Stakes (November 27) 
and Christmas Handicap 
(December 26). With seven 
wins, one second and two thirds 
from 10 starts in 2001, Native 
Heir earned $219,036. 

Marciano, bred by Stuart 
and Ed Turlington’s Stoney Lane 
Farm and campaigned by trainer 
Tim Ritchey’s Win More Stable, 
ranked among the region’s top 
sophomores early in the season, 
thanks to victories in the Herat 
Stakes (February 25) and Feder¬ 
ico Tesio Stakes (April 21). Win¬ 
ning or placing in five of his 
eight starts, he earned $208,060. 

Bay Eagle, a Lazy Lane 
Stables homebred, performed 
commendably in regional stakes 
company throughout much of 
the season. He won the Private 
Terms Stakes (March 31) and 
was four times stakes-placed, 
earning $154,823 from nine 
starts. 

Unaccountedlea, purchased 
by the phenomenally successful 
Skeedatde Associates for $20,000 
at the 1999 Fasig-Tipton Midlan¬ 
tic Eastern Fall Yearling sale, 
gave his breeders Reynolds and 
Evie Cowles the opportunity to 
bask in reflected glory, winning 
the Woodlawn and John D. 
Marsh Stakes, and placing in two 
other added-money races. From 
eight starts, Unaccountedlea 
earned $122,245. 

Three Virginia-breds won 
stakes as 2-year-olds in 2001: 
Louise H. Fuller’s homebred 
Chambord Liqueur (M. Tyson 


Gilpin Memorial S) and Lazy 
Lane Farms’s homebreds Night 
Breeze (Toddler S, Maryland 
Million Lassie S) and Saturday’s 
Child (Hildene S). 

Lazy Lane was the leading 
breeder of stakes winners with 
four—Bay Eagle, Navesink, 
Night Breeze and Saturday’s 
Child. 

Represented by two or more 
stakes winners were Audley 
Farm—Blazing Colors, Eagle- 
ton and Mandy’s Gold; and Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles W McNeely 
III—Just Call Me Carl and 
Please Run. 

The second leading money- 
earner of the year had a remark¬ 
able campaign without ever ven¬ 
turing into stakes company. 
Arromanches, a nearly white 8- 
year-old son of Relaunch, pulled 
off a remarkable nine straight 
victories in 2001 in allowance 
and high-price claiming races. 
Bred by Burning Daylight Farms 
Inc., Arromanches earned 
$222,750 for three different 
owners following claims for 
$35,000 in August at Monmouth 
and $50,000 in November at 
Aqueduct. His final victory of 
the year came on December 29 
at Aqueduct for owner Richard 
Englander, when he was award¬ 
ed the victory in an allowance 
after finishing second.

Housebuster, new this sea¬ 
son at Blue Ridge Farm in 
Upperville, has vaulted to the 
top of the state’s stallion ranks. 
(For a more detailed explanation 
of Housebuster’s standings, see 
article on page 86.) 

Housebuster (1987, by Mt. 
Livermore—Big Dreams, by 
Great Above) leads by nearly 
every category, including 2001 
progeny earnings ($2,288,560) 
and lifetime progeny earnings 
($17,649,700). 

Representing Housebuster in 
2001 were seven stakes winners: 
Bahamian Pirate, Buster’s Day¬ 
dream, Chelsie’s House, Gover¬ 
nor’s Pride, Morluc, Paolino and 
Sweet Baby James, plus seven 
additional stakes-placed runners. 
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Supremo, who moved to 
Virginia for the 2001 breeding 
season, was runner-up on both 
the state’s general sires and juve¬ 
nile sires lists, with totals of 
$1,137,510 and $268,365, 
respectively. 

Supremo (1992, by Gone 
West—Personal Glory, by Dan¬ 
zig) also stands at Blue Ridge. 

Two other stallions had 2001 
progeny earnings exceeding $1 


million: Prospect Bay 

($1,091,330) and Secret Hello 
($1,007,180). 

Prospect Bay (1992, by Crafty 
Prospector—Baltic Sea, by 
Danzig) stands at Legacy Farm 
in Bluemont. 

Secret Hello (1987, by Private 
Account—Ciao, by Silent 
Screen) holds court at Albemarle 
Stud in Free Union. 


With two stakes winners— 
Bay Eagle and Secret Sip, and 
three additional stakes perform¬ 
ers—Secret Hello was the lead¬ 
ing sire of stakes horses con¬ 
ceived in Virginia. 

Virginia stallions with proge¬ 
ny earnings of a half-million or 
more were Chenin Blanc 
($787,092), Hay Halo ($719,464), 
Fred Astaire ($702,585), Slavic 
($643,790) andPrenup ($514,277). 


Chenin Blanc stands at Eagle 
Point Farm in Ashland; Hay 
Halo, Slavic and Prenup stand at 
Blue Ridge; and Fred Astaire 
stands at Albemarle. Of the top 
ten stallions by progeny earnings 
in 2001, only Chenin Blanc, who 
entered stud at Blue Ridge Farm 
in 1995, has stood his entire 
career in Virginia. #

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was $283. 
Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 also has 
an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled 
in 1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earn¬ 
ings per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

2001 Virginia Breeders’ Fund Bonus Payments 


L et’s take a look at the 2001 
Virginia Breeders Fund 
program. First, remember 
that 1 percent of every dollar 
wagered on Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing in Virginia goes into the 
Fund, which amounts to about 
$1 million. Fifty percent of that 
total goes toward restricted 
races for Virginia-breds and 
owner awards; 35 percent to 
breeder awards and die remain¬ 
ing 15 percent to stallion 
awards. In 2001, a total of 
$939,269.75 was distributed 
from the Fund. 

The Fund was distributed as 
follows: $240,000 went towards 


restricted Virginia-bred stakes 
races; $142,000 was disbursed 
to the 40 percent owner awards 
bonus program during the 
Colonial Downs meet; 
$86,201.81 was disbursed to 
owners whose horses won in 
Maryland and West Virginia 
after July 15; $330,641.81 was 
disbursed to breeders of win¬ 
ners in Maryland, Virginia and 
West Virginia; $140,426.74 was 
disbursed to owners of stallions 
whose progeny also won in 
Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia. 

One hundred thirty-three 
different breeders won a total 


of 337 awards, resulting in a 9.8 
percentage of the winner’s 
share of the purse—198 win¬ 
ners at Charles Town, 31 win¬ 
ners at Colonial Downs, 47 
winners at Laurel, 60 winners at 
Pimlico and three winners at 
Timonium. Virginia, Maryland 
and West Virginia are paid on 
the same percentage basis. 

Owners of Virginia-breds 
that won races in Maryland or 
at Charles Town after July 15 
won Virginia-bred awards. 
Ninety-seven different owners 
won a total of 136 awards, 
resulting in a 6.1 percentage of 
the winner’s share of the purse. 


There were 90 winners at 
Charles Town, 20 winners at 
Laurel, 23 winners at Pimlico 
and three winners at 
Timonium. Maryland and West 
Virginia are paid on the same 
percentage basis. 

Thirty-eight stallions won a 
total of 160 awards, resulting in 
a 9.8 percentage of the winner’s 
share of the purse. There were 
104 winners at Charles Town, 
15 winners at Colonial Downs, 
18 winners at Laurel and 23 
winners at Pimlico. Each state 
award is paid on the same per¬ 
centage basis. #

West Virginia Thoroughbred Development Fund 


T he West Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Development Fund 
was put into place to pro¬ 
vide financial incentives for 
breeding and racing West 
Virginia Thoroughbred horses. 
A percentage of the live handle, 
simulcast and video lottery make 
up the Fund. 

Bonus awards for registered 
West Virginia horses are paid 
once a year, on February 15, and 
are based on all of the horse’s 
earnings at the Charles Town 
race track. (There are some limits 
on bonus awards paid on earn¬ 
ings from the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics.) 

The Fund sets aside $100,000 
a year for four $25,000-added 
stakes races: the Robert G. 
Leavitt Memorial Stakes for 3- 


year-olds, seven furlongs, run 
each July; the Sadie Hawkins 
Stakes, fillies and mares, 3-year- 
olds and up, seven furlongs, run 
in August; the Frank Gall 
Memorial Stakes, 3-year-olds and 
up, seven furlongs, run in 
September; and the West Vir¬ 
ginia Futurity, seven furlongs, 
run in November. 

Twenty-four percent of the 
Fund is allocated for West 
Virginia accredited races. A 20 
percent bonus is added to the 
base purse. An accredited race is 
carded every three days and is 
exclusively for registered West 
Virginia horses. 

The balance of the Fund for 
the February 15 distribution is 
disbursed as follows: 60 percent 
is paid to the breeder of a regis¬ 


tered West Virginia-bred and/or 
sired horse; 25 percent is paid to 
the owner of a registered West 
Virginia-bred and/or sired horse; 
15 percent is paid to the owner 
of the registered sire. 

Registration of a West Vir¬ 
ginia-bred and/or sired horse is a 
lifetime registration. Registered 
stallions must be renewed each 
year. All horses must be registered 
with the West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders Association. 

Please contact the WVTBA 
for registration rules and fees. 

The WVTBA sponsors many 
activities throughout the year, 
including a horse show offering 
non-restricted classes as well as 
those for West Virginia-bred 
and/or sired horses. Cash awards 
and trophies are presented. 


The WVTBA participates in 
the annual Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association 
(TOBA) awards and America’s 
Day at the Races, and also con¬ 
ducts seminars and hosts an 
annual awards dinner in October. 

Membership dues are $50 per 
year. If paid by January 1, mem¬ 
bers receive reduced registration 
rates for West Virginia-bred and/ 
or sired horses and a one-year 
subscription to Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 
oughbred.

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Confucius Say: a Classic 
sort of Charles Town achiever 



C onfucius Say's name will 
always be closely linked 
with the 2001 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Stakes, at 
$250,000 the richest race ever 
run, to this time, at Charles 
Town. 

But the Classic (on October 
13) was only one piece of a stel¬ 
lar 3-year-old campaign that 
encompassed three stakes wins 
and four stakes placings and 
earnings of $258,682 for the 
gelding bred and owned in part¬ 
nership by Ruth and Randy 
Funkhouser's O'Sullivan Farms. 

Confucius Say went nearly 
undefeated at Charles Town, 
winning five of his six outings at 
his home track, including victo¬ 
ries in the William (Bill) Hartack 
Stakes (on April 5) and Strike 
the Gold Handicap (June 16). 
Among his other memorable 
performances was a third, 
behind Potaro (Ire) and Bay 
Eagle, in the Virginia Derby on 
July 14 at Colonial Downs. 

Long one of West Virginia's 
premier Thoroughbred estab¬ 


lishments, O'Sullivan is well rep¬ 
resented in Confucius Say's 
pedigree. His sire Eastover 
Court currently stands there, 
and his dam Mo Chun is a 
daughter of former O'Sullivan 
stallion Feel the Power, now 
deceased. 

Other leading performers 
from West Virginia included: 

Two-year-old colt Adams 
Tribe, who last fall carried the 
colors of his breeder Henry 
Schneider to victory in three 
Charles Town stakes—the Dr. 
Ernest Benner (September 22), 
West Virginia Vincent Mosca- 
relli Memorial Breeders Classic 
(October 13) and the first divi¬ 
sion of the West Virginia 
Futurity (November 17). 

From six starts, the son of 
My Boy Adam—Lucky Tribe, 
by Weshaam, registered three 
wins and two seconds, earning 
$84,643. 

Two-year-old filly Whata- 
con, heroine of the (October 
13) Triple Crown Feed Breeders 
Classic Stakes for owner/breed¬ 


er Betty Stehr. Whatacon (by 
Aaron's Concorde out of the Two 
Punch mare Whataknockout) 
was a picture of consistency 
before tailing off late in the sea¬ 
son; she won or placed in six of 


her juvenile starts, earning 
$58,922 while campaigning 
exclusively at Charles Town. 

Three-year-old filly In De¬ 
fiance won five of 11 starts in 
2001, all at Charles Town, and in 
her final two starts of the season 
reeled off victories in the Ruth 
C. Funkhouser (September 22) 
and West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic Stakes 
(October 13). 

The daughter of My Boy 
Adam—Defiant Dreamer, by 
Assert (Ire), earned $94,237 for 
breeder James W Casey, who 
raced her in the name of his 
Taylor Mountain Farm. 

Older male Turbotaxman 
(by Entropy—Bimbalina, by 
Lucy's Axe), bred and owned by 
Sally and John Baffa, finished 
first or second in seven of his 
nine starts, all at Charles Town, 
while annexing the Robert R. 
Hilton Memorial Stakes (Septem¬ 
ber 15) and West Virginia Onion 
Juice Breeders Classic Stakes 
(October 13) and placing in two 
other added-money races. His 
season's earnings were $95,300. 

Older mare Longfield Star 
was never worse than second in 
six outings for her breeder

$1,250,060 in 2001. 

A 15-year-old son of Encino 
—My Girl Eve, by Pontoise, My 
Boy Adam was represented in 
2001 by five stakes winners— 
Adams Tribe, Arty’svirginiagirl, 
In Defiance, Past Tence and 
Rebellious Dreamer—and three 
additional stakes-placed runners. 

My Boy Adam also topped 
West Virginia’s list of juvenile 
sires, with $135,838, narrowly 
edging runner-up Weshaam.

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was $283. 
Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 also has 
an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled 
in 1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earn¬ 
ings per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.
